play to it. This 

strike touches 

the very vitals 
of London by stopping its food supply. It 
has been on scarcely a week, but the restau- 
rants are aiready raising the prices of food 
because of it. Steamers filled with produce 
from the south of France and Mediterranean 
ports have blocked the navigation of the 
Thames, simply because there is nobody to 
unload the rotting produce in their holds and 
let them get out of the way. Ten cents an 
hour is the rate of wages paid the dock labor- 
ers of the East End. It used to be 8 
cents, but the men succeeded in obtaining an 
advance. Their work is irregular. For hours, 
sometimes for days, they may be out of em- 
ployment. At best their living is a very p 
carious one. Forty tnousand dock labo 
are on a strike in an endeavor to obtain an 
additional 2 cents an hour. They are 
parading the streets in the river side quarters, 
holding meetings and collecting money. 
They seem determined to hold out until their 
point is gained. 

SIGHTS ALONG THE DOCKS. 

The situation is a most serious one, not only 
forthe men wo are starving whilst work is 
withheld, but for London itself. Albert dock 
presents aremarkable appearance. There is 
row upon row, three-quarters of a mile in 
length, of railroad trucks loaded with goods 
waiting to be packed on board the ships in the 
docks and no one todothe packing. Outside 
in the river dozens of lighters are filled with 
import goods waiting to be unloaded. But 
there is nobody to do it because the lighter- 
men have also struck and refuse to lift a 
hatch. The military bave been sent tothe 
water-side for use in case ofrioting. A force 
of two thousand police has beed drafted for 
the scene of the trouble. This calied off the 
special men detailed at Whitechapel. If Jacx 
the Ripper is disposed todo another job now 
is his chance. 

SHIP-OWNERS APPEAL. 

The ship-owners issued an appeal to the 
public to-day saying they could not afford to 
pay the Increase demanded, but the men an- 
swered it by mustering in a procession of 
50,000, including many other trades out for a 
halt holiday, marching through the streets 
and collecting money on the way. Purely on 
a basis of regular employment, public opinion 
supports the strike, andthe public contributes 
money to help the men hold out, It was re, 
ported to-day that unless the strike is settled 
by Monday the Corn Exchange will close its 
doors and refuse to seil corn in the city 
proper. The whole commercial trade is in- 
volved. The streets are filled with men scan- 
ning the papers to see what sailing ships have 
been delayed. The trade of the port of Lon- 
don is paralyzed. To-morrow 100,000 men will 
march to the Hyde Park mass-meeting. Or- 
ganized labor funds enough will be raised there 
to carry on the strike another week. The Chief 
Director of the Docks was at Scotland Yard 
to-night inquiring about police protection. 
When he was asked how long will you be avie 
to hold out against the men, For a 1,000 
years,if necessary. he answered. ** But there 
is going to be wild work before long. 


STRIKERS GAINING STRENGTH. 
Strikers are recetving fresh accessions to 
their ranks from trades more or less con- 
nected with their work. The movement 
threatens to extend to all departments of la- 
bor and draw into it all the discontented eie- 
ments of the metropolis. Socialist agitators 
with Burns at their bead are working strenu- 
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earned wages. Their resistance is character - 
istic of the pig-headed and overgrown cor- 
porations of this city, which have enjoyed 
such a long lease of power and profit that they 
know not howto yield to the altered condi- 
tions and necessities of labor. Their 
plea that they would be ruined if 
they made the concessions asked is an empty 
one. Should they grant the increase, they 
can and would charge it against their custom- 
ers. The shipping companies would have to 
bear the burden of the increase, and they, 
deeply concerned as they are, seem not to be 
unwilling to meet it; for they remain neutral, 
giving no support to the dock companies in 
the conflict with their employes. In conse- 
quence of the attitude assumed by the dock 
companies, all efforts at compromise or set- 
tlement of any kind have proved fruitless. 
The week closes with a prospect of a long and 
embittered conflict which must cause great 
distress to thousands of laborers ,disorganiza- 
tion of commerce, and vast inconvenience to 
the people of London. 
TO-DAY’S DEMONSTRATION. 

The arrangements by the strikers for the 
demonstration at Hyde Park to-morrow are 
complete. Processions will be organized in 
different parts of the city and move simulta- 
neously on the park. Sympathizers with the 
strikers are invited tojoin. The main body 
will march from the East End and pass through 
Trafalgar square. The authorities have not 
interfered with the strikers’ demonstrations, 
and it is not expected will place any obsta- 
cles in the way 80 long as they are orderly 
and peaceable. Due precautions have been 
taken by the Police Department to prevent 
disturbance on the lines of march or in the 
public grounds. Although the arrangements 
have been hastily made by the strikers an 
immense gathering is expected. The meet- 
ing will be beld as usual cn such occasions, 
in sections and willbe addressed by the lead- 
ing labor, radical and Socialist speakers here. 
The strikers are in earnest, and will endeavor 
to make their demonstration a success.

BRITISH POLITICS. 


Weakness of the Tories—Spread of Liberal 
Ideas in London.

THE TWO WEAK POINTS. 

On one point, in fact, the party officials are 
agreed, thatthe two weakest portions of the 
ministerial defenses are London and Scotland. 
A possible loss of from fifteen to twenty 
seats in the capital and an equal number 
north of the Tweed is, indeed, openly talked 
of among Conservatives who have real 
knowledge of electioneering, and such a loss 
would almost dispose of the ministerial ma- 
joritv. 

With regard io Scotiand the Conservative 
view is that the return ofthe Scotch constitu- 
ency to their allegiance to Mr. Gladstone wasal! 
along inevitable and that the election of 1886, 
gave no idea of the permanent feeling of the 
country. In the autumn campaign a desper- 
ate attempt is to be made to rally the minis- 
teral force in the Scotch constituencies. But 
the Conservative managers have really little 
hope of Scotland and the loss of Unionist seats 
north of the border is regarded as inevitable. 

GROWTH OF RADICAL IDEAS. 

The case with regard tothe capital is dit- 
ferent. The Conservative view is that the 
home rule policy has made little progress in 
London, but tnat other points of the Radical 
programme have maderapid headway. The 
enfrancbisement of leaseholds, the taxation 
of ground rents and the theory of a grad- 
uated income tax are believed to have made 
great progress. With regard to the 
working classes, it is believed that the eight- 
hour movement is far more formidable than 
the party leaders on either side would admit. 
The City Council is credited with haying done 
a great deal to spread radical ideas. 

Sir Roper Lethbridge is not the only ‘‘weak’’ 
member who will be asked, before the nex 
general election, to give place to a stronger 
successor. 

OCEAN RACERS. 

Despite the close race the Teutonic gave 
the City of New York on the outward passage 
men with money to bet can find odds here of 
five to one to-night that tne Inman boat will 
first sight Browhead next week. Popular in- 
terest in the speed of thetwo boats is so great 
that the owners here published a card saying 
that the captains of their boats are positively 
forbidden to race. There are reports here 
that the City of Paris will be speeded to lower 
the westward record onthistrip. She might 
have beaten on the last passage out by five 
hours if it had been thought desirable, but she 
reduced her speed to sixteen miles an hour 
when within three handred miles of New York. 

DUNRAVEN’S BLUNDER. 

Dunraven publishes a card in all the papers 
to-day which is intended to throw ail the 
blame on the New York Club for the failure of 
the Valkyrie to race in America. The letter 
conclusively shows that Dunraven made an 
egregious mistake in sending his challenge 
through the Royal Squadron. It is the wealtb- 
jest, but in no sense a representative of British 
yacht clubs, It is composed of a lot ot dig- 
nified duffers with a fine house at Cowes and 
little zest for sport which cannot be observed 
from the windows of it.

WATCHED BY THE TORIES. 

Tory politicians have eagerly watched the 
result ofthe London OCouncil’s invitation for 
$0,000 tons of coal for the Council’s 
offices and for works in the public 
parks, involving the expenditure of many 
thousands of pounds. They have freely p 
dicted that the people of London would have 
to pay at least 10 per cent advance upon all 
their contracts on account of the recent de- 
cree of the Council that every person tender- 
ing for works or supplies will be required to 
make in his tender a declaration that he pays 
such rates of wages and observes such hours 
of labor as are generally accepted as fair in 
his trade. The tenders have just been an- 
nounced and the amounts named In the differ- 
ent contracts compare favorably with similar 
contracts made previous to the issue of the 
decree. 

GAS VS. ELECTRICITY. 

Notwithstanding the strenuous efforts of 
electricians to firmly establish themselves 
in the business of lighting London 
by electricity, gas has never been s0 
generally used as now. Conclusive evidence 
of this fact was given the other day at the 
half yearly meeting ofthe greatest gas com- 
pany in the world—the Gaslight & Coke Co., 
and at the meeting of the Brentford Vo. 
Both companies reported a large increase 
during the last half year in the consumption 
ot gas, the increase being greatest in gas for 
stoves used for cooking. So great is the de- 
mand for gas stoves all over London thag the 
gas company can scarcely meet it. 

CURRENT TOPICS. 

In consequence of the considerable advance 
in the price of cotton there will be a stil! fur- 
ther closing of cotton mills in Lancaster next 
week. Allthe cotton manufacturers issued 
circulars this morning asking their employes 


to agree toa half time schedule for « month 


in order to tide over the situation and avert 
absolute closing. It is not known what 
course the men will take. 

The spread of scarlet fever in London is 
becoming very alarming. During this month 
831 patients stricken with the disease have 
been received at the hospitals, which now 
contain 1,000 cases, notwithstanding the large 
number which have been discharged ascured. 
There are now only 28 beds vacant in the fever 
hospitals,.and it is proposed to open the 
northern bospital to convalescents to relieve 
the regular hospitals. 

Mr. Balfour will spend his holidays during 
the first part of the parliamentary recess in 
Scotiand, and is not expected to go to Dublin 
before November. 

Lord Salisbury’s growing obesity is becom- 
ing very troublesome to himself and a source 
of anziety to his friends. It is understood 
that he intends to cousalt Prince Bismarck’s 
physician immediately after the rising of 
Parliament. 

Sir Edward Watkin, the indefatigable cham- 
pion of the Channel tunnel scheme, has be- 
came 80 favorably impressed with the utility 
of the Paris water railway thathe has offered 

a large tract of land near Gravesend for the 
purpose of experimenting with a view of 
adopting the system in England. 

A great deal of favorite comment has fol- 
lowed the Lord Mayor’s invitation to the 
American workingmen’s expedition to dine 
at the Mansior House and meet a representa- 
tive body of British workingmen. Minister 
Lincoln and other members of Americau 
legation will be present. 

The British fron-clad Sultan, which after 
being raised, got aground again, has a second 
time been floated with great effort, and at 
enormous expense, and is now ready to be 
towed into harbor. 

The trial of Editor W. E. O’Brien, M. P., 
which has been going on for two days past, 
for fresh offenses under the crimes act, was 
not finished when court adjourned to-day, 
and will be resumed on Monday. The charge

SWITZERLAND. 


Strategic Ground in the Event of War in 
Central Europe. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, August 24. 
ESPITE the fact that the 


semi-official journals ef 
the various powers are 
prociaiming that at pres. 
ent there is nothing to 
darken the peaceful con- 
dition of Central Europe, 
the military journals are 
filled with articles regard- 
ing the strategic points of 
attack upon their respect- 
iveneighbbors. In this re- 
lation Switzerland seems 
to occupy the attention of 
the majority of the military writers and 
it certainly deserves the title of 
the prospective bone of contention. 
Those interested in the question of Swiss neu- 
trality and in the discussion as to whether in 
case of an European war it would be to the 
interest of either side to invade Switzeriand, 
might with advantage study the economic 
and legal possibilities and position of the 
Swiss railways. 


A COMMON BASE. 

The reason for an invasion of Switzerland 
would be on the part of the central powers, 
the attainment of a common base of 
operations agalust France, enabling 
them to concentrate a considerable 
force opposite opportune portions of 
the French frontier mot very securely 
protected by fortifications. The temptations 
forthe French would be to anticipate this 
movement by a seizure of the western portion 
of Switzerland, or by a march through it 
against one of the allied powers. The effect- 
iveness of a German advance from the Upper 
Rhine behind the Jura towards Chalon or 
Macon would depend partly on its rapidity, 
whieh would be aquestion of the possibility 
of using the Swiss railways. From Basie there 
is a railway on Swiss soll slong the 
ot the Jura with a

the Rhine below Schaffhausen two railways 
pass along the edge of the Jura, leading to 
the French border at Pontariier and Vallorbes, 
as well as to the Lake of Genevast Lausanne

ization, except by the destruction of a sum- 
dor of bridges and other permanent works, 
and says it may be doubted whether the Swisg 
Government would act with the promptitude 
necessary to insure the timely demolition of 
these. 


FRANCE HAS NWO FEAR. 

A French military expert reports that not- 
withstanding the denial of the statement of the 
National Zeitung by the Swiss authorities , 
leading French engineers have made a study 
of the topography of the country and the lines 
in question and that France das 
no fears from that quarter, especially 
since Prince Bismarck’s recent attack og 
Swise neutrality, which has so embittered the 
Swiss against Germany that in case their gov- 
ernment failed to act willing hands would nos 
be found wanting among the Swiss civilians 
to blow up bridges, ete., at the first alarm 
that the Germans were coming. Besides, adds 
the French writer, Frenchmen consider 
Switzerland a vantage ground for offensive 
operations by France rather tnan defensive.

Last year when I was at Homburg the Home 
Rulers could not geta majority at even small 
dinners without drafting me asa sympathizer. 
This year, with Lords Spencer, Granville, 
Roseberry, Edward Fitzmaurice and any 
number of Gladstone members, the Home 
Rulers are in the majority at all entertain« 
ments. 

HIS GREATEST SPEECH. 

But Depew’s greatest hit was at the dinner 
to the delegation of American workingmen in 
the Eiffel tower. He reminded them that at 
the time of the inabguration of Washington a 
delegation representing organized labor 
would not have been permitted to enter Eu- 
ropean countries. They woulda have received 
no attention anywhere. Now they are hon- 
ored because the United States is the greatest 
and strongest nation in the world. It has 
made labor honorable and honored 
everywhere. At a subsequent speech, 
when Carnot was present, Depew said 
while the American show at the exhibition 
was unworthy of our great nation yet we had 
an exhibit in Edison and the American work- 
ingmen which compensated for our meager 
visible material and artistic results. Edison, 
he said, bad conferred the greatest blessings 
on mankind in developing the practical uses 
of electricity and had invented the greatest 
peril to its peace and comfort in perpetuating 
through the phonograph endless repetitions of 
the speeches of the period. 


BACK FROM BAYREUTH. 

Some Americans bave come back here from 
the Wagner testivalat Bayreuth wailing be- 
cause they could not get admittance, no mat- 
ter how lavish their expenditure of money. 
The disappointed ones have only themselves 
to blame.

HENRY SHAW DYING. 


At a Late Hour Dr. Thomas O'Reilly Re- 
ported Him Sinking Rapidly. 


At 12:80 o’clock this morning Dr. Thomas 
O'Reilly returned from the bedside of Henry 
Shaw at Tower Grove and stated that he was 
sinking rapidly, and in his opinion could not 
last more than twelve hours at the most. Dr. 
Wm. Porter, Mr. Shaw’s sister, Mrs. Julius 
Morisse, and several friends remained at his 
bedside all through the night, giving him 
every attention. Their hopes, too, of Mr. 


Shaw’s recovery from his present attack 
had almost been given up and 
they were expecting the worst at any time. 
The unfavorable turn in bis condition oc- 
curred during the evening, Dr. Porter being 
ofthe opinion yesterday afternoon that his 
patient was, if anything, slightly improved. 
Mr. Shaw himse.f realizing when he was first 
stricken down that the attack might prove 
fatal to him, Saree all his affairs so that in 
the event of his demise there would be no 
difficulty in administering them. By his will 
— leaves a great portion of his estate to the 
city. 


Henry Shaw was born in England, July 24, 
1800, of parents who were noted for their 
thrift and sucvess in business and finance. 
He served two years in a hardware store, and 
when 19 years of age hearing of the fortunes 
to be made by a thrifty man in America, 
he bought a small stock of hardware 
and came to this country, arriving in St. 
Louls May 4, 1819. He is the oldest inhabitant 
in this city with one exception—Mr, Fred 
Billon, who arrived in this city in February, 
1819. On arriving in the settiement, now st. 
Louis, Mr. Shaw opened a small store and for 
several years managed it without the aid of a 
clerk, attending to the minutest and numblest 
detail. In twenty years, when he was 
only 40 ears ot age, he had 
amassed a fortune, which was considered 
large in those days, and retired. He spent 
ten years traveling through Europe, and 
while there was struck with the beautiful gar- 
dens he saw and the beight of cultivation 
reached which he bad never known before, 
On his return he set aside some of his prop- 
erty in the southwestern 13 of the city 
and began the vultivation of plants, increasing 
and eniarging the garden until it reached 
its present dimensions. He built a residence 
on the corner of what is now Seventh and 
Locust streets, but which was then just outside 
the city limits, and it was the wost costly and 
imposing residence in the city. He also built 
a residence in this garden, where he spent the 
4 oe art of late years among the flowers

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EFFECTS OF SMOKING. 


THE ACTION OF TOBACCO ON THE NERVES, 
HEART AND BRAIN. 


Prominent Doctors Tell How and When to 
Smoke—Tobacco Acts as a Stimu'ant and 
Then as a Depressent—Sufferers From 
Nicotine Poison Can Seon Get Well if 
Careful—A Little Tobacco Is Beneficial. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY POST-DISPACTH. 
NEW YorK, August 22. 
OW is the use of tobac- 
co injurious? On this 
question no two doc- 
tors agree. Some say 
that ‘brain-workers 
should use tobacco 
moderately and that 
they will derive a ben- 
efitforso doing. Oth- 
ers say that tobacco 
used in any form is in- 
jurious. One doctor 
claims that it will burt 
the literary man or 
the man of sedentary 
habits, but thatthe laborer and artisan can 
smoke all he wants to without injury. Sev- 
eral doctors were seen recently and talked on 
the tobacco question. The following are their 
views: 
Dr. Chas. L. Dana of No. 50 West Forty-sixth 
street bas studied this question thoroughly, 
d is particularly posted on the effects of 
tObacco on the nerves, heart and brain. He 
makes a specialty of studying nervous dis- 
orders. This is what he sald about tobacco: 
‘*Tne habit of smoking tobacco is a very 
pernicious one if indulged in by boys who are 
growing or by young men. A complication of 
nervous disorders is produced by excessive 
tobacco smoking. Boys ought not to smoke. 
I have seen boys who told me that they com- 
menced to smoke when they were 11 or 12 
years of age. Many of them have 
started by picking up their father’s halt- 
smoked cigar or by stealing his tobacco. 
When these boys come to be 17 or 18 years of 
age they are thin, pale-faced, short and their 
vitality is seriousiy impaired. I don’t think 
smoking hurts the laboring classes as much 
beceuse they have no nerves. A great, strong, 
well developed bricklayer can smoke almost 
anything and it will not hurt him at all. 
TOBACCO FIRST AFFECTS THE NERVES, 
ard then it affects the heart, when used to ex- 
cess in any form. Brain workers should smoke 
in moderation. The most injurious shape in 
which tobacco can be used, I think, is the 
cigar. Ordinary cigarette smoking is not 
as injurious as many believe it 
is, but if the smoker inhales the 
smoke from the cigarette as a great many 
men do, then it ia most decidedly the most in- 
jurious form of smoke, Usually only about 
two-thirds of a cigarette is smoked and then 
the tobacco is of a mild kind that doesn’t con- 
tain anything like as much nicotine in pro- 
portion as there is ina cigar, One cigar will 
weigh nearly as much as all the cigarettes a 
man will smoke in a day. Pipesmoking is the 
least injurous when the pipe is kept clean. 
Those old-fashioned long stemmed pipes are 
the best that can be used. Tobacco acts as 
a slight stimulant at first, and 
its final action is that of a depressent, 
It ig a nerve poison, and it picks out certain 
systems on which it works. The frat effect it 


will bave ona smoker isto produce what is 
called the smoker’s heart and dyspepsia. The 
smoker’s heart ie @ palpitation or irregular 
action of the heart. It is very Hard to state 
bow much a man can smoke without being in- 
jured by its effects. A man of nervous tem- 
perament shouldnot smoke at all. Lhe aver- 
age New Yorker perhaps emokes on an 
average three or four cigars aday.

Tobacco 
does not produce any organic disease, and one 
suffering from excessive tobacco smoke will 
soon recover it he puts the tobacco on one 
side. The nicotine will soon pass out of his 
system.’’ 

PIPE SMOKING THE LEAST INJURIOUS. 

Dr. Oakman S. Paine of No. 53 West Thirty- 
third street said: 

Smoking tobacco will not injure anybody ff 
indulged in woderately. The most injurious 
form in which tobacco can be used is the 
cigarette, the cigar next and lastly the pipe. 
the reason cigarettesmoking isso bad is on 
account of the paper. This paper absorbs the 
nicotine and conducts it tothe mouth, Pipe- 
smoking may become very injurious if the 
pipe is not properly attended to. The pipe 
should be a long-stemmed one, and it sbould 
be well cleaned.

The best time to smoke 
is after eating, as then it promotes digestion. 
Tobacco acts as a stimulant to the brain, and 
produces quiet to the nervous system. Men 
working inthe open air and who enjoy good 
health and have strong constitations can 
smoke a great deal without feeling any seri- 
ous injury from so doing. In fact you will see 
them nearly all the time witb a clay pipe stuck 
in their mouths. ° 

TOBACCO IN ANY FORM VERY BAD. 

Dr. Sara B. Chase ot No. 226 West Thirty- 
ninth street, is more opposed to the use of 
tobacco than she istothe use of intoxicating 
drinks. She won't allow it inside her house. 
When asked recently if the habit of smokiug 
tobacco was injuricus, she said: 

‘*Yes, most decidedly itis. Tobacco used 
in any shape has no good qualities at all in it. 
The most injurious form of smoking in my 
opinion isthe cigarette. Idon’t know much 
about the smoking habit from experience, but 
only from study and from what others bave 
told me. The cigarette, should think, was 
the most injurious because the tobacco is 
put right in the mouth, and the nicotine 
poison inthe tobacco is absorbed that way 
through the paper. Oigars, too, are injurious 
tor the same reason. hen the cigarettes are 
made of inferior tobacco; men and bovs 
smoke more of them, and there isa poison 
contained inthe paper. Idon’t think aman 
can smoke at all without being injured by ics 
effects. And I can’t find any good in it at all. 
Tobacco is a sedative and sinoking acts asa 
stimulant. Nicotine acts as a stimulant to 
the brain. These sedatives and stimulants 
are notatall necessary. If one would rest 
more and take more recreation and do with- 
out tobacco they would find 1 would enjoy 
@ great deal better health, live longer and be 
able to attend to their business better than 
they are able to do under the effects of to- 
bacco and other stimulants. ’’ 


TOBACCO GOOD FOR THE BRAIN, 

Dr. Alexander Lambert, House-Surgeon at 
Bellevue Hospital, is a smoker and believes in 
smoking. He said recently the immoderate 
use of tobacco is certainly injurious; but a 
little acts as astimulant to the brain and 
brain-workers derive a great deal of benefit 
from this stimulant. The best thing for them 
to smoke is the pipe, which should be kept 
clean. The nicotine can be kept from ac- 
cumylating inthe bow! and stem of the pipe 
by occasionally pouring ~~ Sage the bowl 
and stem of the pipe a littie alcohol.

The 
babit of cigarette smoking is comparatively a 
new one and its evil effects will not be felt 

rhaps to any great extent for some years. 

‘he reason the cigarette is so injurious is be- 
cause the paper absorbs the nicotine and acts 
as a conductor, passing it into the mouth and 
bringing it into contact with the mucous mem- 
brane. Then again, a man will smoke a 
greatmany cigarettes and not realize how 
much he has smoked until he begins to feel 
the effects of this oversmoking.  To- 
bucco acts on the heart as a depress- 
ent and paralyzee the action of the heart, 
and produces when used to excess what 
is called the smoker's beart. Its chief action, 
though, is on the brain, where it accumulates 
and acts as astimulant. In holding gutops! 
on the bodies of dead men, we frequently fin 
nicotine in the brain. The best time to smoke 
is utter meals. One result from smoking 
after meals is that a man will often keep

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doctor is a temperate man though and 
smokes judiciously. He said: 

»The habit of smoking or of chewing tobac- 
co isa very injurous one. Tobacco acts asa 
stimulant and after the effects of that stimu- 
lant have worked off the smoker feels worse 
than he did before he commenced to smoke, 
that is, if be smokes meee to have his brain 
or nerves -timulated. Tobacco acts on the 
heart and if indulged in to excess produces an 
irregular or tobacco heart and also irritates 
the mucous membrane. Ifthe heart becomes 
affected, and the action of it is irregular, 
the entire nervous system is disorganized. 
The most injurous form in which tobac- 
co is put up nowadays is as a cigar- 
ette. The tobacco used in a cigar- 
ette is usually of an inferior quali- 
ty. This in many instances is doctored by a 
peculiar flavoring which the manufacturers 
use and which is very injurious to the smoker. 
Sometimes they put saitpeter in the tobacco 
to keep it from drying too quickly, and in ad- 
dition to all these bad features there is poison 
contained inthe paper. ‘Then the paper acts 
as a sort of conductor. It absorbs the nicotine 
and conducts it tothe lips and mouth, and in 
many cases produces poison of the lips, 
mouth and throat. Inhaling the smoke ofa 
cigarette is also very injurious. It injures the 
delicate membranes of the throat. A simple 
experiment which will show how injurious 
a cigarette smoke inhaled may be is easily 

rformed by means of a handkerchief, Atter 
aking a mouthful .f smoke, put the handker- 
chief tightly over the lips and blow the smoke 
through it. You will find 
A DARK BROWN STAIN 
on it. If the smoke is inhaled, and then 
blown through the handkerchief, there is 
very tittle stain atall, if any. Consequently 
all that nicot ne must remain in the lungs. 
Next to cigarette smoking I consider pipe- 
swoking the most injurious and cigar smoke 
the least Injurious; that is, if you smoke 
a decent cigur. The stem of a pipe be- 
comes saturated with nicotine, and by con- 
stantly holding this in the teeth and lips it 
will very often produce cancer of the lip. 
Then the smoke from a pipe is much stronger 
than the smoke from acigar. The nicotine 
accumulates in the bowlofa pipe and it is al- 
most impossible to keep the pipe clean. This 
nicotine is drawn intothe mouth when draw- 
ing the smoke and consequently a great deal 
more nicotine is absorbed when smoking a 
pipe than in smokingacigar. In a cigar, the 
nicotiae usually remains around the end 
thatis putinto the mouth. It depends en- 
tirely upon the temperament of the smoker 
how much be is able to smoke without being 
seriously injured, Nervous persons can’t 
stand much smoking. Some, who have nerves 
ke iron, smoke nearly all day, bat they are 
very seriously affected by this excessive use of 
tobacco, because itaffectstheirappetite. The 
best time to smoke is after meals. Then a 
cigar will have a leasing, soothing 
effect. No one shoul ever smoke on 
an empty stomach. Idon’t know that any 
benefit is derived from smoking. I think aman 
would bea great deal better off ift he would 
let tobacco alone. I know he would have 
more money because it is an expensive habit. 
Exactly how much nicotine it takes to poison 
a manis notknown. Aman whoisa hard 
smoker would probably require much more 
nicotine to poison him than a man who 
doesn’t smoke at all or one ot a nervous 
tomperament.

WHY SOLDIERS DESERT. 

The narrative which the SunDay Posr- 
DISPATCH publishes to-day, written by a 
reporter who recently obtained an honor- 
able discharge from the army, throws 
vivid light on the subject of army deser- 
tions. It is a plain, straightforward story 
of the experiences of a recruit during a 
service of nearly three months at Jeffer- 
son Barracks. It isa tale of wrong, in- 
justice and brutality told simply but with 
graphic details. In his statements about 
wretched fare, poor clothing, swindling 
operations by which recruits are beaten 
out of their pay and proper rations, 
and brutal op- 


pression by non-commissioned officers are 


unjust punishment 


found ample causes for the desertions. 
But there is a more serious side to the 
narrative in the story of the killing of 
the negro soldier by a Sergeant and in 
the drowning of another in sight of an 
officer without an effort having been 
made to save him. The whole story is 
not told to-day, but we shall give all

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THE FARMERS’ CONVENTION. 


It seems to us that the farmers of this 
country can easily better their condition 
by striking down the taxes which rob 
them, and which protect nothing but a 
robber system of trusts and monopolies. 
But there is visible a wide-spread, sys- 
tematic and partially successful effort to 
teach farmers that they are not hurt by 
unequal taxation and legislative ob- 
struction to the freedom of trade, but by 
the legitimate branches of trade that buy 
and sell their products and supply them 
with goods, wares and implements. 

Farmers’ Alliances are therefore organ- 
izing allover the country with the idea 
apparently that farmers by combination 
can wipe out the middlemen, coutrol the 
price of their own products, purchase 
their supplies from first hands on the co- 
operative plan and thus save all the 
money now made by intermediate hand- 
lers of farm products and supplies. The 
Georgia Farmers’ Alliance has formed a 
combination to hold cotton up to 12 cents 
and not allow a pound to be sold 
for less. It is held that planters 
can do this by pressing and storing their 
own cotton and uniting to control the 
amount sentto market. The Farm ers’ 
Federation of the Mississippi Valley, 
which metat Topekaon thel4th inst., 
called a convention of all similar organi- 
zations of farmers, planters and stock- 
growers to meet in St. Louis on the 23d of 
October to take steps towards the forma- 
tion of a great national organization to 
have control of the output of the products 
of the soil, to dictate the prices at which 
they shall be sold, and the prices farmers 
shail pay for supplies of all sorts. Dele- 
gates to this St. Louis meeting are being 
appointed from all the principal agricul- 
tural States, and St. Louis can be relied 
on to give them the royal and hospitable 
welcome due to such a body as this will 
be. 

But we fear the farmers are a too 
widely scattered, a too many-headed and 
unwieldy multitude to succeed in fighting 
the trust devil with the mere ashes of his 
own fire. A paper resolution of the many 
to create a monopoly by purely voluntary 
action in doling out products to the 
markets, is a bond of combination as 
elementary and unreliable as a rope of 
sand. That method of fighting monopoly 
control of trade concentrated in the 
hands of the wealthy few by unjust laws, 
is foredoomed to failure, because it pro- 
poses to fight the Money Power’s monopo- 
lies, which are protected and supported 
by Government favors and legislation, 
with a simple paper resolution aided by 
no legislation or Government act what- 
ever. 

Doubtless the farmer is to a great ex- 
tent deprived of the benéfits of free com- 
petition, while not allowed to escape any 
of its burdens, and his effort to relieve 
himself from the latter is natural, under 
the circumstances, but impracticable. 
With his voting power he could easily 
recover the benefits which over-balance 
the burdens of free competition to all 
lines of trade. The idea that he can revo- 
lutionize trade with farmers’ co-opera- 
tive commission houses, control the 
money market by setting up farmers’ co- 
operative banks and arbitrarily keep 
wheat at $1 and cotton at 12 cents, with- 
out reference to foreign or home demand, 
is a dream too beautiful to last. If he 
risks much of his money in such ventures 
there is, as a cotemporary has said, a 
strong probability that his experience will 
resemble that of the

gram to-day from 
Rear Admiral Gher- 
ardi, who is in com- 
mand of the North 
Atiantic Squadron. 
Admiral Gherardi 
cables from St. Nich- 
olas Mole, the cable 
terminus, as follows: Legitime has accepted 
the terms offered and embarked Thursday 
afternoon on board the French corvette. Itis 
mot known where he will go. Hippolyte’s 
forces occupied the town Friday morning. 
We fear rioting. I have notified the diplo- 
matic corps that I will do all I can 
to prevent riot. French and English 
Captains will act under my orders. Itis very 
important that the new Minister should be 
sent immediately. 

The Navy Department officials have been 
chafing over the Haytien situation for some 
months. The necessity for keeping at least 
one vessel in Haytien waters is generally 
recognized, however, and the United States 
steamer Gajena, now under orders, will sail 
from New York to-morrow. Shbesbould arrive 
by September 1. 

In speaking of the contents of Admiral 
Gherardi’s cablegram Commodore Walker 
said to the POsST-DISPaTCH correspondent to- 
day: It looks as though we had 
gone through with the. worst of the Haytien 
muddle. We have some American interests 
in the island, however, and they must be

guarded. On this account we will continue to 
keep a man-of-war in Haytien waters, though 
I do not apprehend any further trouble. 
MINISTER DOUGLASS. 

At the State Department to-day it was said 
that Minister Dougiass had not been directed 
to proceed to Hayti. He will not go down on 
the Galena, as was reported this afternoon, 
He has been very anxious to go to his post 
for some time, but in view of the 


fact that there was no stabie government to 
which he might be accredited tbe State De- 
partment has refrained from ordering his de- 

arture. The present Minister, Mr. J. E. W. 
‘hompson, has not always been furtunate 
enough to enjoy pleasant relations with otber 
foreign representatives in Hayti, and on this 
account Mr. Blaine bas been anxious to send 
Mr. Douglass to thefront. When Thompson 
was appointed, however, there was no such 
embarrassing situation as at present, and it is 
regarded as more diplomatic not to raise the 
question of recognition until matters 
assume a more permanent and settied aspect. 
It is thought, however, that Minister Doug- 
lass will de aispatched by one of the Clyde 
mail steamers without much delay. 

COMMANDER KELLOGG’S REPORT. 

Commander Kellogg of the Ossippee, who 
has just returned from Hayti, whither he was 
sent to make a full investigation of the 
situation, has made his report to 
the department. It is not yet ready for pub- 
lication, but its contents bear out fully the 

reports irom the island. Commander 
ellogg hasn't much of an opinion either of 
Hippolyte or of Legitime, but he thinks the 
formeris better equipped to preserve order 
and save from injury American interests 
than his sable opponent. 

Minister Douglass could not be seen to- 
night, but in speaking tothe Post-DispatcHr 
correspondent a day or two ago he stated that 
he would gladly go to his post when the State 
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au- Prince. Whether the departure 
of Legitime was in any way the result of Min- 
ister Tnompson’s negotiations is not known, 
but the fact that Admiral Gherardi says in his 
telegram that it is important a new Minister 
should arrive at once leads to the supposition 
that Thompson’s relations either to the 
new Government or to the members 
of the Diplomatic Co are such as to 
make a change udvisabie. The fact that 
Legitime left on a French vessel strengthens 
the theory that Sesmaisons was secretly sup- 
porting him, and that there may be some 
truth in the recent report that the French 
were attempting to get possession of Mole St. 
Nicholas, an important point, whither tt is 
thought Legitime may have gone.

History of the Struggle in Hayti. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
NEW YORK, August 24.—It is scarcely more 
than a year since joyful acciaims greeted Le- 
gitime’s return to Hayti after a long banish- 
ment, and his assumption of power was 


hailed as the natal day of poor, afflicted 
Hayti’s peace and prosperity. But conten- 
tions and jealoasies soon arose and the efful- 
gence of the Legitime star began to wane. 
North and South became arrayed against each 
other, and town after town rebelled against 
Legitime. For months a devastating war 
has been waged between the two facfions. 
But peace has been declared, at least for a 
time, Legitime has given up the vain struggle 
and followed the same path as many of his 
not very illustrious predecessors. Under the 
cover ofa French corvette he has taken his 
departure again trom Port-au-Prince for the 
quiet precincts of Kingston, Jamaica. Tri- 
umphantiy Hippolyte, at the head of his 
victorious army, bas entered the capital city, 
and he also is greeted as Hayti’s hope and 
savior. 


THE NEWS I¥ NEW YORE. 

News of Legitime’s long expected downfall 
was received in this city early yesterday 
morning in the form of a cablegram from the 
resident agent at Mole St. Nicholas, of Kur- 
harde & Co. of this city. At once the news of 
the ending of hostilities was placed on the 
bulletin boards of the exchanges. Ihe news 
created a sensation in shipping circles. 
‘*‘Legitime embarked August 22, said the 
cablegram. ‘‘Montpoint, who is Hip- 
polyte’s chief General, enters on the 
23d, and Hippolyte the following day. There 
is no disorder. Although nothing definite is 
known as to the terms of Legitime’s surren- 
der; they are thought to be unconditional. 
It is known that but a short time ago Legi- 
time offered bis antagonist terms of conces- 
sion, butthey were indignantly refused. At 
that time Hippolyte wrote to Legitime this 
curt and pungent ultimatum: 

„ou must get out of Port-au-Prinee. This 
is absolute. When you are gone I will enter 
the city. Noonewill be punished. The reg- 
ular troops may keep their arms. The volun- 
teers and militia must be disarmed.’’ 

Legitime, seeing that he was pursuing a 
hopeiess fight, deserted by some of his most 
faithful adherents, the whole island with the 
exception of Port-au-Prince rallying to Hip- 

olyte’s standard, weary and disgusted, it 
s thought, concluded to accept Hippolyte’s 
terms. His abdication was accomplished 
quietly and peaceably. He simply left the 
city and Hippolyte took possession. It was 
feared that upon Legitime’s downfall Hippo- 
lyte would be unable to quell the rapacious 
propensities of his conquering hordes. These 
fears are allayed, at least for the vresent, but 
there are some who believe that Port-au- 
Prince, if it is not so already, will be the 
scene of pillage and plunder. 

WILL FOLLOW SOLOMAN. 

It is thought nere that Legitime will go ulti- 
mately to Parisand if he does he probably 
will come here and take passage on one of the 
French steamers. His predecessor, poor old 
Soloman, went to Paris, and Legitime, who is 
charged wiih being one of Soloman’s co-con- 
spirators, may follow in his footsteps. 

There was gloom in the Haytien Consul’s 
office on State street to-day, when a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter called to learn what was 
known there of Legitime’s fall. All were very 
reticent, and though despair was pictured on 
their faces the Consul and his assistant pro- 
fessed to have no news from Hayti. When 
Minister Preston arrived he wore a sad and 
disconsolate look. It is true, said he, 
‘‘we have nothing more to say about 
°° The Consul, however, when 
pressed to speak said that 
while he bad received no official verification 
of the report, be did not doubt it. Hippo- 
lyte,’’ he said, did not capture Port-au- 
Prince. Legitime beinga conservative man, 
did not wish to prolong the struggieand simply 
retired from the Presidency. I do not think 
there will be any more trouble, provided 
Hippolyte can control his soldiers.’’ Minister 
Preston who has represented Hayti at Wash- 
ington many years and who is at present 
dean of the diplomatic corps, is an astute 
and wily diplomat, During the long struggle 
he has been a firm adherent 
of Legitime. It is now considered 
very improbable that Hippolyte will con- 
tinue his diplomatic service at Washington. 


THE HERO OF THE HOUR. 

It is thought that some sort of provisional 
government has been established, prepara- 
tory to a general election fora new President. 
4 has declared all the while that he 
did not desire the Presidency, but wished only 
to see Legitime deposed. Now that the 
struggle is ended, however, Hippolyte is the 
hero ofthe hour. He isthe idol of the North, 
and has aleo a very large following in the 
South. The North has not had a President for 
years, and they are now clamoring for recog- 
nition. It is conceéeded by all who are versed 
in Haytien affairs that Hippolyte will be 
without doubt Legitime’s successor. - Hayti’s 
Presidents are chosen by deputies elected by 
the people. It will take time for the people to 
elect these delegates and it may be months 
before any stable government will control the 
island. Uniess the people display a very 
compromising spirit bloodshed is expected in 
the meantime. The history of the recent 
struggle in Hayti is practically the history of 
Legitime and Hippolyte. Neither of them had 
been prominently heard of until this con- 
test began for supremacy, when old Solomon 
was banished last year and Legitime assumed 
control of tue affairs of the uprising legion. 
Legitime, a tail, imposing looking man, 
scholarly and dignified, bad been a minister 
uuder Solomon, who became jealous of him. 
He accused Legitime of conspiring to over. 
throw him. The result was that Legitime fled 
to Kingston to escape decapitation. For three 
years he lived a quiet lite. During 
his absence, however, his friends were in 
triguing in nis interest and as soon as Solo- 
mon was outofthe way Legitime was sent 
for. He at once declared himself ‘‘President 
of the Provisional Government of Hayti.’’ 

HIS TROUBLES BEGIN. 
Then his troubles began, ending only in bis 
downfall. The people of the North resented 
his usurpation of power and demanded 
recognition in the Government. In a bold 
and biood-thirsty ultimatum they came out 
and announced Gen. Thelmaque as their 
candidate. He was sent to Port-au-Prince 
with a large body of troops toenforce nis 
claims. Tbeilmaque was a scholar and states- 
man of ability, adored like a god by the 
people. As the time for the election approach- 
ed Theimaque’s friends claim that gitime 
saw that things were drifting against bim. 
A week before the election was to take piace 
there wasarow between the Northern and 
Southern factions. Theimaque was at the 
head of his cohorts and as he was leaving his 
house he was assassinated. His friends said 
that nis death was the result of a 
conspiracy concocted by Legitime, 
but Legitime indignantly denies this 
charge. Thenceforth to avenge the 
death of Thelmaque was the rallying cry of 
the North, and with this in view the war 
against Legitime was begun. During the ex- 
citement following Thelmaque’s assassina- 
tion Legitime had himself declared Hayti’s 
actual and ident. This was about 
the time of the seizure of the American 
steamer Haytien Republic, which was forcibiy 
released by Admiral Luce and large indem-

The Outlook Faverable for 
Agreement to the Sale. 


Ry Telegraph tothe Post-DisPparos. 

LitrLe Rock, Ark., August 24.—A special 
from Vinita, I. T., says that Judge 
A. M. Wilson of the Cherokee 
Commission has gone to Fayetteville 
Ark., and that negotiations for the purchase 
of iand from tribes other than the Cherokees 
are for the present suspended. Judge Wilson 
will join Commissioners Hartranft and Fair- 
child in November at Tahlequah, wnere tne 
Cherokee Council assembies. It is expected 
that Chief Mayes will nominate and the Sen- 
ate of the Cherokees confirm three or more 
commissioners, who will be vested with full 
authority to effect the sale of the Cherokee 
strip to the United States on mutually satis- 
factoty terms. 

Since the Commission visited Tahlequah it 
has been found that a bill was passed by the 
Cherokee Legisiature in 1873, and approved by 
the principal chief, providing for the 
sale of the Cherokee lands west of 
the Arkansas River, under which law the sale 
of the strip can now be made without submit- 
ting an amendment to the Cherokee constitu- 
tion for that purpose to a vote of 
the people. Should the provisions of this law 
be agreed upon as a basis of nezotiations, the 
commission would have no difficulty in ar- 
ranging a purchase of the strip and 
the matter could be settled inside of twelve 
months or more. 

So far as concerns other tribes there is a 
manifest willingness on their part 
to sell any land in which they are 
interested. Especially is this true of the 
Chickasaws and the Seminoles. Among tbe 
Cherokees it is far more favorable than it has 
been heretofore.

THE OLDEST SUMMER RESORT, 


Old Heath House, That Was Built in 


1793.

Few of the thousands who enjoy the rest or 
excitement of the American summer resorts 
are aware that up among the Jersey Mount- 
ains is the oldest ‘‘resort’’ ofall. The old 
Heath House at Schoole’s Mountain, bullt in 
1793, is one of thefirst establishments of its 


kind erected in the country. Gen. 1 
ton slept in it while President, and his room is 
just as be left it, all the old furniture and fix- 
ings having been jealously guarded by the 
several proprietors. In the early years of the 
present century Sarat ga was the only rival of 
Schooley’s Mountain, and the two resorts vied 
with each otner in point of excitement and 
entertainment. 

Each boasted of its springs and each at- 
tracted the best people of America, but ‘‘The 
Mountain, as it was commonly known, was 
nearer the great cities, and the stages from 
Philadelphia, Baitimore and New York car- 
ried more passengers through the German 
valley and up the beuutiful ravine of School- 
ey’s Creek than ever journeyed to Saratoga. 

For seventy years the old place led the 
watering places of the country, but although 
it is still healthful, beautiful and lively, it has 
been comparatively lost in the growth of 
great resorts in every corner of the country.

The London Fog Is Healthy. 


From the London Daily News, 

It London is the metropolis of the land of 
fogs, there is much consolation to be found in 
the fact that in spite of its smoke and its fogs 


it is not only one of the healthiest cities in the 
world, but is growing healthier every year. 
According to the official statistics for the 
quarter ending June last, our annual deaths 
are Only at the rate of sixteen per thousand. If 
we could eliminate from the calculation some 
overcrowded and notoriously unheaithy dis- 
tricts the figure would, of course, drop consid- 
erably. Still more remarkable would our sani- 
tary condition appear if the area were confined 
to the high and airy suburbs in which so large 
& proportion of those who are by day ‘‘in 
popuious city pent’’ are fortunate enough to 
dwell. We have only to contrast this conai- 
tion of things with the statistics of other capi- 
tals to see how great is the advantage we en- 
joy. In Paris, which shows a comparative! 
good record, the mean annual death rate is 
10 in Berlin itis 27.6; in Vienna, 26.7; in 
Munich, 82.9, and in St. Petersburg, 43.7. 
Brussels, which appears to be the healthiest 
of Continental cities, it is 18.9. To sum up the 
case, the death rate during the quarter in 
twenty-nine colonial foreign cities, having an 
aggregate population exceeding 16,000,000 per- 
sons, was 17 1,000, or more than 10% 
persons per 1,000in excess of the London death

A VISIT TO ’SCONSET, THE PRIDE OF 
NANTUCKET. 


Funny Little Houses With Queer Additions— 
A Quaint Fishing Village Ten Years Ago 
and Now a Popular Summer Resort—The 
Shaky Ratlroads— People Who Make 
Their Summer Home There.

IASCONSET, Nantucket 
Island, August 12, 1889.— 
\\P, A miniature city by the 
sea; play-houses seen- 
ingly put down by big 
ohildren on the green 
sward of? a level field, 
and, like children’s work, 
pot always arranged in 
right lines. So close to- 
gether are the houses on 
the irregular little streets 
and lanes, sometimes 
not more than three feet 
apart, one thinks still more they might 
well be the work of children. No sidewalks; 
the streets are traveled, for there are ruts in 
the tenter caused by the wheels of passing 
wagons. Elsewhere between the rows of 
houses the grass grows luxuriantly, and is 
only kept from reaching proportions for 
mowing by the footsteps of the summer 
residents. Such odd little houses; like ex- 
aggerated dry goods boxes as the begin- 
ning, over which a roof was placed and in 
which a doll family might have gone to live. 
But with other dolls born, an addition on one 
end of the house was a necessity. This hada 
root ot the same slänt, and as it was deeper 
than the main building, the eaves sometimes 
extend tothe height of the seeming Liliputian 
owner. Then as the family further increased 
and other rooms were needed additions were 
made on the other end or rear. If space were 
available on the ground, perhaps another and 
another room would be put on, but five or six 
miniature rooms is the average of the little 
Sconset houses. 

Cease to regard the structures as toy houses, 
but as the habitations of grown men and 
women, and one begins to realize how incon- 
gruous they are when considered in connec- 
tion with any known style of architecture. 
Some were begun nearly two hundred years 
ago and have been added to from time to ime 
until they assumed the proportions that they 
nad reached nearly a half century 
since. They were the dwellings of 
hardy, brave and strong men—toliers of 
the sea—who came each spring and fall to fish 


in the waters off the beach. The houses in 
their beginnings were merely for shelter 
during stormy weather, when they could uot 
launch their boats upon the surf, and, when 
the season was over, in which to house their 
little crafte. The buildings were of the 
rudest carpentry. Odds and ends of timber 
and lumber were used in their construction. 
Some were pieces of wreckage that had 
floated upon the beach; others were 
taken from dismantled barns, dwellings 
and out houses. Scarce any new ma- 
terial was used. The parte were put 
together securely, and in time sides as well as 
roofs were shingle; doors of any pattern, and 
nearly always second-hand, were used. Old 
windows brought hither were availed of to 
admit light. If they were of uniform size, all 
right; if not, all right. Little garrets over 
the parlors and bedrooms afforded a shelter 
for two or three men during the height of the 
fishing season. The occupants slept well, for 
the furnishings were equal to those in the 
bunks they occupied n whaie ships or coast- 
ers in which they had been employed. The 
air was always cool, and with the little windows 
raised a couple of inches ventilation was 
perfect—for the occupants in the smallest 
room. 

This was Siasconset ten years ago—a quaint 
little fishing village of about forty or fifty 
houses from ten to twelve feet tothe peak of 
the roofs, situated on the east side of Nan- 
tucket Island on a bluff of some thirty to forty 
feet in beight, with a broad beach of sand be 
fore it, and then the vast ocean, with no land 
intervening between the village and Southern 
Europe. Not counting Ca Cod as a part of 
the continent the island is forty miles out at 
sea, Every breath of the air that passes over 
itis redolent with the odors of the ocean. 
With eyes closed, the visitor to the village 
could well imagine himselfon deck ofa ves- 
sel in mid ocean, were it not thatthere is no 
motion. With his eyes open he realizes that 
he has all the benefits of a sea voyage with the 
comforts of a dwelling on land. 

When steam communication was regularly 
established with the island, some twenty odd 
ee ago, families fromthe main land who 

ad learned of tne healthful qualities of the 
air, hired the fishermen’s cottages during tne 
summer and stopped for the season enjoying 
a climate where there are always cool nights 
and never hot days, evenin midsummer; 
where mosquitoes are scarce ever seen ; where 
the rain quickly percolates the sandy soil and 
stagnant water cannot exist, and where ma- 
laria is impossible; where the water for drink- 
ing purposes is raised from a depth of near 
forty feet, and is cool, soft, pure, refreshing 
and nealthful. 

The builders of these littie houses didn’t 
suppose that they had laid the foundation for 
a seaside resort, but such ig the fact. Now 
nearly twa hundred houses built and far- 
nished are occupied between June and Octo- 
ber, considerably more than 100 having been 
erected within the past seven or eight years. 
One hotel which existed forty years ago in the 
flush times of the whale fishery has recently 
been enlarged. Another begun over twelve 
years since has been added to from time to 
time in this direction and in that until now it 
has accommodation fornearly two hundred 
guests. Twoor three houses are used for 
boarders and this year a restaurant has deen 
— for the accommodation of excursion- 

sts. 

The transit of the island was, until 1885, by 
wagons over sandy roads, the like of which 
could not be found elsewhere in any old 
settied country. It was a tedious pull of 
seven and a half miles, taking at least an hour 
and a half, unless withalight vehicle. But 
the increasing importance of the place as a 
summer resort awakened the sleepy authori. 
ties of the sleepiest town in America into per- 
functory effort, and now the roads have been 
— improved, though further improve- 
ment is sadly needed. But the little railroad 
which was projectedin connection with an 
unsuccessful land speculation on the south 
shore of the island now conveys pas- 
sengers between the Torn, as Nan- 
tucket is called, and Sconset, which is the 
abbreviated name of the little fisbermen’s 
village. And such araliroad. Its gauge is as 
narrow asthe purposes and hopes of its pro- 
jectors were broad. The cars sway from port 
to starboard like unto a fishing smack on the 
billows of Nantucket shoals, and the seafar- 
ing man who rides on them feels at home. 
The resident visitor at Sconset will not hear 
anything derogatory of the road. He knows 
that but for it, it would require courage to 
leave hishome on the main land to passa 
summer of rest on Sconset Bank.

REFRESHING SUMMER DRIN KS. 


A Few Hints on How to Brew Some De- 
lightful Beverages. 


From the New York Graphic. 

This is the time when summer beverages are 
coming to the fore, and from present indica- 
tions the crop will be an enormous one. Thou- 
sands of gallons will be consumed, 50 percent 
of which are sure to be nothing more than 
badly-colored and vilely-flavored water. 


The following are refreshing and healthful 
beverages for the hot season, which are easily 
prepared 

Iced Tea or Cotfee— Make a strong infusion 
of tea or coffee; then fill a pitcher with broken 
ice upon this; sweeten to taste. 

Currant Water—To one pint of the juice of 
red currants and one gill of raspberry juice 
add one pound of fine white sugar and one 
quart of water. 

Raspberry Water—To one pint of raspberry 
juice add one gill of red currant juice, one 
pound of sugar and one quart of water. 

Cherry Water—Bruise and rub through a 
sieve enough ripe cherries 22 pe a pint 
of juice; add to this one pound of sugar and 
one quart of water. 

Orangeade—Slice croswise four oranges and 
one lemon; put them intoa pitcher and add 
four ounces of sugar; pour upon these one 
quart of boiling water and allow to remain 
covered for one hour; strain and ice. 

Soda Nectar—One bottle of soda water, half 
— of milk, white sugar to taste; shake 

well. 

Milk Punch- Into a tumbler put one table- 
spoonful of fine white sugar, ond wine glass 
of brandy, half a wine glass of Santa Cruzor 
Jamaica rum, half a tumblerful of cracked ice. 
Fill with milk, shake the ingredients well and 
grate a little nutmeg on top. 

Claret Punch—Into a tumbler put one and 
one-half tablespoonfuls of sugar, one slice of 
lemon and two or three slices of orange. Fill 
the tumbler with cracked ice, put in your 
claret and shake well. Sauterne and port 
wine punch can be made the same as claret 
panes. using sauterne or port wine instead of 
claret. 

Sherry Cobbler—Two winegiasses of sherry, 
one tablespoonful of sugar, two slices of 
orange. Fill the tumbler with shaved or 
cracked ice, shake well and ornament to suit. 

Catawba Cobbler—One teaspoonfylof fine 
sugar dissolved in one tablespoonful of water, 
two winegiasses of wine. Fill the tumbler 
with ice, shake well and ornament. 

Mint Julep—Into a tumbler put one table- 
spoonful of white sugar and 2 tablespoonfuls 
of water; mix well. Take three or four sprigs 
of fresh mintand press them into the sugar 
and water to extract the flavor of the mint, 
add 1% wineglasses of liquor and fill the tum. 
bler with cracked ice, draw out the sprigs of 
mint and insert them in the ice with the stems 
downward. 

Cocoanut Beverage—To two grated cocoa- 
nuts with their milk add two quarts of water; 
place over the fire and boil for five minutes, 
stirring constantly; then strain. Add tothe 
liquid 12 ounces of pulverized sugar; mix well 
togetherandice. This makes a delightfully 
cooling beverage. 


Hints to Housekeepers.

A little gum arabic imparts a gloss to ordi- 
nary starch. 

To clean steel, rub the article with a piece of 
wash leather dipped in kerosene. 

A good egg has a clean, healthy-looking 


shell, while a bad one has a dull, porous-look- 
ing snell. 

Cake is baked when afine splinter of wood 
will pass through without any of the cake ad- 
hering. and not until then. 

When papering aroom, a small apartment 
can be made to appear large by being covered 
with a paper of subdued color without any 
particular design. 

When ivory becomes discolored, it may be 
restored to its white color by being soaked in 
water, and when wet, exposed to the action of 
the light while shut up in a well-closed glass 
case, 

If, before grinding the morning’s coftee, 
the berries are heated for four or five minutes, 
or until they take on a darker shade of brown, 
the flavor of the coffee wil) be much im- 
proved. 

If the varnish on the woodwork or furniture 
is changed in spots to white from drops of 
cologne, of bay rum, or from heated dishes, 
itcan be changed back by lightly rubbing the 
spot with a cloth wet in camphor. 

Articles made of ivory should not be ex- 

osed to heat or dryness. They should never 

@ exposed to the direct rays ofa hot sun, or 
placed in a closet near or under a fire, as they 
are very apt to split under such circum- 
stances. 

To prevent tin from rusting, rub fresh lard 
over every part of the dish, and then put it in 
a hot oven and heat it thoroughly. Thus 
treated, any tinware may be used in water 
constantly, and will remain bright and free 
from rust indefinitely. 

Scissors should be kept in good order. It is 
a mistake to use old scissors. which have be- 
come nicked at the edges, for trimming lamp 
wicks. This is frequently the cause of uneven 
wicks, which smoke the chimney and give a 
very uncertain light. 

Asponge is excellent for washing windows, 
and newspapers will polish them without 
leaving dust and streaks. Use a soft pine 
stick to cleanse the accumulations of dust 
from the corners of the sash. Ammonia will 
give the glass a clearer look than soap. 

If your sewing machine needs cleaning, oil 
allthe bearings with kerosene, used freely. 
Run your machine fast for afew minutes un- 
threaded, then wipe off clean; oil with ma- 
chine oil, and you willbe surprised to see 
— easily it will run and how clean it will 

ook. 

Stone jars in which lard has been kept, and 
greasy pie plates, may be cleansed by putting 
them in a kettle with ashes or sal-soda, coy- 
ering them with cold water, and allowing 
them to boil slowly fortwo hours. Let them 
cool in the water. 

To clean and tighten cane-seat chairs, turn 
up the chair bottom, and with hot water and 
asponge wash thecane work so that it may 
de thoroughly soaked. Should it be dirty, use 
a little soap. Loet it dry in the air, and it will 
be as tight and firm as when new.

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UNCAUGHT MURDERERS. 


SOME OF THE BLOOD SPILLERS WHO HAVE 
ESCAPED ST. LOUIS POLICE 


Anna Weiss’ Foul Ending Unavenged—John 
H. Behrens’ Murder Called a Suicide by 
the Sleuths—Private Watchman Fur- 
long’s Slayer Free—Rev. West Still Out 
of the St. Louis Jail 


Un the morning of June 27 the dead body 
of Anna Weiss was found on Union avenue. 
A lamp-lighter, Fred Scharpke, mak- 
ing his rounds to extinguish the 
lights on his beat, stumbled over 
the prostrate form of the murdered girl. The 
alarm was given, a great hue and cry raised 
and the whole detective force put to work to 
learn the identity of the then unknown 
dead, and to solve the mystery 
of her sudden taking off. AS 
was told in the extra and regular editions of 
the POST-DISPATCH of that and succeeding 
dates the body was identified as that of Anna 
Weiss, a Jefferson City chamber-maid 
of respectable, though obscure 
parentage. The post-mortem examination 
showed that she had been killed by two severe 
blows on the head, producing a fracture of the 
skull and a concussion of the brain. 
The deceased was in a delicate con- 
dition. This later discovery served 
to deepen the mystery. A number of 
Jefferson City and St. Louis men were in 
volved in the scandal, but all succeeded in 
satisfactorily clearing their skirts, with the 
exception of William McLear, a gambler, 
who had met the giri at the 
Madison House in Jefferson City, where 
she was employed. Suspicion pointed its 
finger at him for some time, but he was never 
arrested. Three arrests were made in the 
case, groundiess ‘‘clues’’ worked by over- 
zealous persons, further complicating the at- 
fair. But Anna Weiss murderer has never 
been found. For about two weeks the police 


and detectives worked with might and main. 
Fred Buehcie, an uncle of the deceased girl, 
assisted—at least, he tried to  assist— 
and when bis clues gave out the detective ma- 
chinery ran down and “(finally stopped 
altogether. Atone time Chief of Detectives 
Hugh o' Neil attempted to prove the case one 
of 9 — death in arunaway, but public 
an press frowned down upon such 
atheory. Then ugly rumors would circulate 
mixing Mrs. Dr. Thompson and ber lying-in 
institute in thecrime. While the post mortem 
developed no signs of attempted criminal 
malpractice, it was hard to convince the pub- 
lic that the girl had not met her death tn that 
manner,to be so placed on the lonely road as to 
indicate afoul murder. Many were the clews 
followed; many the theories advanced. Col- 
umns were written and volumes written, yet 
the murder of poor Anna Weiss is to- 
day as deep a myste as it was on 
that morning of June The case bas 
now been dropped by the police. Abouta 
month ago a reward of $350, delayed by official 
red tape, was offered by the State forthe ar- 
rest of the murderer, but it failea 
to stimulate the sleuths to renewed 
vigilance. True, should you enter the 
office of the detectives at the Four Courts you 
would see upon the wall a ghastly likeness of 
the dead, and Chief O’ Nei might show you 
the torn dress, the datttered hat, the shoes 
and other articies of wearing apparel found 
on the stiffened body. They serve only as 
reminders, however, and not as clews. It 
seems that a stroke of Providence alone will 
avenge the murder of Anna Weiss and her 
unborn babe. 
JUST THREE WEEKS LATER 
and within 200 yards of the fatai spot where 
Anna Weiss was found, the body of an un- 
known man was discovered by Policeman 
Sullens of the Fifth District. His horse shied 
at the ghastly dead and by daylight on the 
morning of July 15 the detectives were at work 
on thesecond mysterv. Anda mystery it re- 
mains to-day. First identifieq as Frank 
Brennan, a Kansas City cable car gripman. 
the deceased later proved to be John enry 
Behrens of 2219 Howard street, this 
city, who had been employed by 
the Franklin Avenue Cable line in the car 
shops. The cause of death was in this in- 
stance apparent. About two inches back of 
the left ear was a bullet wound, made, 
undoubtedly, by a ball from a 44 
caliber revolver, found but a few 
feet from the remuins. Who fired that ball is 
not known. Suicide would at first suggest 
itself, but a close examination destroys: the 
theory. Behrens was not left-handed. He 
was not known to carry a revolver. 
The wound was in a place which 
rendered it practically impossible to have 
been inflicted by the dead man’s own hand. 
No powder marks were visibie, as would bave 
been the case had the weapon been dis- 
charged at close range. Then too 
two cuts were found in the clothing 
one extending a distance of about six inches 
directiy over the heart, and penetrating to 
the undershirt. The other was across the 
back. No knife was found. The police insisted 
that the case was one of unboubted suicide. 
To strengthen the stand they had taken a 
written report was made which reflected quite 
seriously upon the character and past record 
of Behrens. It designated the de- 
ceased ar a tough, a rowdy and 
a citizen of crooked inclinations. 
The friends and relatives of the deceased re- 
sented the charges, and the lice did not 
continue the discussion. If hrens killed 
himself he was an artist in his line. However 
no one but the police seem to think the case 
was one of self-destruction. Is was on the

Thus also the book agent 
through the same sort of humor, though ofa 
more libelous nature, has been satirized and 
caricatured asa meandering buff on, whose 
chief stock in trade is impudence and loquae- 
ity. How ridiculousis this in the light of the 
fact that many of the best lawyers and states- 
men ot our age and country made their first 
start in life seliiag books. The su: cessful 
book agent requires some natural talent of no 
mean order; he must be a good judgeof meu,a 
fuentund impressive talker, able to satisfy 
the Intelligent and judicious, to interest the 
curious and to brighten and enliven the dul 
and stupid. He has never, though, 
reached the perfection of his art until be 
can bring the would-be funny man to serious- 
ness and is able to mollify that crabbed and 
predjudiced individual who looks on every 
caller unconnected with his particular bus 
ness as a foe to his peace of mind. No doubt 
but that some of the raw recruits who have no 
tact or natural adaptability for the business 
and who inflict their very evident ignorance 
and stupidity in a sort of uncompromising 
spirit of fairness on each and ali alike gives 
bad odor to the profession, but withbal tuereis 
no one class of men ign the country tnatdo 
more good than book agents who sel cood 
standard literature. it is sheer nonsense to 
say there are book stores and the public 
library for the accommodation of all. The 
average business man passes the former full 
of other thoughts, and as foi the latter, ia 
manv cases, time, social obligations, procras- 
tination or what nat, prevent him from 
profiting by its generous advantages. 

Books will be read when they remain evet 
awaiting the convenience of the possessor. 
Again, ist us fairly acknowledge the truth, 
however it may reflect on our 
want of decision, most of us re 
quire some impetus to help us t 
make up our minds on all things that can ve 
deferred ,fromirepentance to paying our debt, 
and it is doubtful if the man who claims to 
proof against all persuasion has very much 
be proud of. It is established beyond ciscus 
sion that lite insurance is a good and wise la- 
vestment for the protection of those we love, 
yet how few, how very few applications are 
made for insurance direct to any of our many 
omnes; it has to be solicited through agents.

The Excellent System of Tax Gathering by 
Our County Collectors. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DrePatTcn, 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., August 24.—The re- 
cent unpleasant statements coming from a sis- 
ter State to the effect that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of that State had recently authorized the 
bringing of some thirty-five suits against de- 
faulting County Collectors for dereliction of 
duty naturally calls attention to the 
condition of the accounts of the collec- 


tors of our own State. Happily no 
such state of affairs exists with us. State 
Auditor Seibert says that the county collectors 
in Missouri have responded promptly and 
efficiently to the call of duty, and at tue prea- 
ent time every county collector in the State 
has made full and complete settlement for the 
year ending March 1. 1889. The balances found 


due the State upon these settiements 
have been paid into the State Treasury 
wita the exception of a few Instances, 


where the State taxes collected from rall- 
roads have been claimed by the counties un- 
der the law of 1868, which provides that 
counties having issued bonds to aid in the 
construction of raiiroads shail retain the State 
taxes puid upon railroad property in such 
counties. This act the present State Auditor 
as weill as his predecessors holds to be un: 
constitutional and the validity of the 
claims of the several counties under its pro- 
visions will be tested in the courts without 
reflection or detriment to the purposes of the 
claimants. 

Whiie itis entirely possible that our laws 
governing. the assessment and collection of 
the revenue might be improved upon, they 
are reasonably efficacious. The grounds to be 
covered are so broad and the ramifications 80 
extensive that a complete code would be but 
littie.short of a miracle. The work of execut- 
ing and harmonizing this vast labarynth of 
legal machinery devolves almost wholly upon 
the county clerks, assessors and collecturs, 
and the admirabie manner in which our rev- 
enues are collected is a lasting and fittin 
monumenttothe efficiency and honesty o 
these officers. 

Mr. Siebert’ the State Auditor, istvery em- 

hatic in saying that too much credit cannot 
be given them for the splendid condition of 
the revenues of the State. They fully deserve 
a liberal compensation for their services, and 
to fail to provide fair salaries would be false 
economy. 

By a very wise provision enacted by the last 
General Assembly the expense of apportion- 
ing the values of railroad, bridge and tele- 
graph properties as equalized and adjusted by 
the State Board of Equalization has been ma- 
terlally curtailed. By the provisions of this act 
the State Auditor is made ex-officio Secretary 
ot the State Board of Equalizationand required 
to have all the clerical work performed by 
the clerks iu his office without extra compen- 
sation. Heretofore the board elected a secre- 
turv and two clerks to keep the records and 
tabulate and apportion the values at an ex- 
pense of about 2,00 annually. This pro- 
‘vision is not only economical in the saving of 
52.500 annually, but greatly facilitates and ex- 
pedites the work of the board. This is a most 
excellent showing for our State, and one that 
our people can justly feel proud of.

About a week ago Sergt. Piersin of the 
Fifth Police District was informed 
that a sad case of neglect needed 
immediate attention at 622 Argyle avenue. 
Kind-hearted neighbors living in that vicinity 
told a story which demanded an investigation. 
An investigation was made. Capt. Fruchte of 
the Fifth District instructed Sergt. Piersin to 
render a written report of the condition of 
Johnny and Mamie Williams, the children of 
John Williams, who resided at the number 
above mentioned. 

YESTERDAY SERGT. PIBRSIN 


rendered his report. Toareporter he said:

„That is one of the 
of absolute neglect that I have 
ever witnessed. It seems that until 


about a week ago John Williams, a teamster, 
lived with his two little children, aged 5 and 2 
yoars, in a tenement row at 2048 Scott avenue. 
His wife had died a few months before; was 
found dead in her bed on the worning of June 
18, think, and the Coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of death from aicoholism., But about 
a week ago Williams was ejected from his 
squalid rooms and his furniture placed ia the 
street because of the non-payment of rent. He 
then secured two little dingy rooms on the 
first floor of the tenement house at 622 Arayle 
avenue. He called it home. It has been a 
home for him, but not for his shildren. I 
learn from a reliable source that each morn- 
ing he goes to work at5 o’clook, locking the 
door of his house and turning the little ones 
out upon the street. Some days 
HE GIVES THEM A NICKEL 

to get their dinner. and twice at noon be has re- 
turned and given each a piece of bread. When 
his day’s work is done he sends little Johnny 


for beer and drinks himeelf into a stupor. 
The children go to bed when they get tired 
roaming about the neighborhood. Williams 
never beats them nor offers them any abuse 
of the slightest nature. He treats them kindly 
when sober, and when drunk is utterly un- 
mindful of their existence. He is in that con- 
dition as soon as possible efter returning from 
his work, too, and what little care his off- 
springs get is given by considerate neighbors. 
Ine case demands attention and I have 
notified Agent N. T. Williams of the 
Ladies Humane Society who will probably 
take the littie ones and find them good and 
comfortable homes. 

Mr. Williams did take them. He first made 
a personal investigation of the case, how- 
ever. Accompanied by Sergt. Piersin he called 
at the house at 622 Argyle avenue about 9 
o’ clock last nicht. A knock at the door 
elicited no response. 

A SECOND SUMMONS 
was of no more avail and an intrusion was 
determined upon. The door was found to be 
unlocked and by merely turning the knob the 
officers entered. They found a lamp and 
struck a match to light it. It would not light. 
It contained neither oil orwick. A lamp was 
borrowed from a neighbor and the search 
commenced. Stretched full length upon the 
bed they found Williams. He was dead drunk 
as usualand had not removed a stitch of his 
clothing before retiring.

TORTURED INTO A LIE, 


And Then Killed for Admitting a Crime He 
Did Not Commit.

NEW ORLEANS, La., August 24.—Information 
has just been received of the outrageous tor- 
turing and killing of a negro boy near Haynes- 
ville, Claiborne Parish, La. As a number of 
prominent people of the place were con- 
cerned, there was, of course, an attempt 
made to keep the details hidden. On Thurs- 
day a warehouse and doctor’s office in Haynes - 


ville were burned. The fire was supposed to 
be an incendiary and a negro boy 
aged 18 was suspected of the deed. There 
was nothing against bim beyond suspicion, 
so he wastaken in charge by a number of 
citizens and attempts made to compel a con- 
fession. He was — whipped several 
times during the day and at length to avoid 
further torture said he had set fire tothe 
house. Thursday night shots were heard in 
the vicinity of Haynesvilie, and afew hours 
later the report was issued that the boy 
had escaped. Sunday the County Sheriff went 
to Haynesville to make an investigation, and 
the Coroner’s jury is now sitting on the case. 
A warrant for the arrest of Joe Thigpen and 
Will Harkens, charging them with the mur- 
der of the negro, has been issued, but neither 
ot them can be found. There is considerable

IN THE FRENCH VINEYARDS, 


he Grand Fetes of ‘tne Vine Dressers in 
Honor of Bacchus. 


Special Correspondence of SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

VEVEY, August 8.—In my last letter I referred 
to the fetes in preparation—fetes that resemble 
the ancient celebrations in honor of Ceres and 
Bacchus. The origin of these fetes is rather 
dbscure. In olden times, that is in the time of 


the Benedictine monks of Haut Oret, these 
fetes were religious celebrations, and in the 
twelfth century the autumnal examination 
of vines was the signal for festivities. These 
Benedictines cared tor dy as well as 
soul, and they formed themselves 
to a society called ‘‘Vinedressers 
Vinegrowers’ Brotherhood. It is said, al- 
though the archives were destroyed by fire in 

the seventeenth century, that these holy 
monks celebrated a successful vintage by 
banquets, music and dance. The vinegrowers 
arrayed themselves as Bacchus and Noah, 
supposed to be the first husbandman, visited 

all the vineyards, reproved for neglect oi 
vines and distributed prizes to those worthy 

of reward. Gradually these fetes became less 

and less religious, and in the sixteenth centu- 

ry the Republic of Berne was obliged to sup- 
press the fetes of Lausunne, then reduced 

mere Orgies. Since then, everywhere but at 
Vevey these fetes have been suppressed, and 

at first Vevey, alone in her glory, tried to ceél- 
ebrate every three years, but now about five 
times in acentury seems to be the rule. In 

the nineteenth centu there have been 
celebrations in 1819, 18383, 1851 and 1865, and 

now 1889 will close the list. 

The programme prepares for this year has 
called into requisition many of tae best Swiss 
musicians, poete and artists. Speolaiists have 
Gesigned costumes, and during four days, 
August 5, 6, 8and9, the Swiss and the stranger 
within his gates witness a fete surpassing in 
splendor all its predecessors. 

Fifteen thousand people are comfortably 
seated in the amphitheater, constructed on 
the Place du Marchi, and framed by the Alps 
and by Lake Geneva. 

Two hundred thousand francs (aboat $40,000 
bave been expended by the municipality, an 
one can have an idea of the fete’s importance 
by the preparations made for feeding the act- 
ors and vine-dressers. Three immense dining- 
halls, capable of holding 8,000 persons, were 
erected, and the dishes were transported from 
these balls to the kitchen dy means of a rail- 
way. Eight enormous cauldrons and six 
ovens furnished the meats and ve bies 
necessary, and the wines were of best, 
selected by members of thesociety. Break- ö 
fast only cost 20 cents, and dinner, good wine 
included, could be purchased for 50 cents. 

The open side of the arena is occupied by 
three monumental gates, through wh enter 
the allegorical groups. At ö o’clock in the 
morning the groups were formed and marched 
to the arena; at8 o’clock the President made 
a speech of welcome, prizes were distributed, 
and ae a began the grand entertain- 
ment. 

The procession was preceded by a company 
of Swiss, men of imposing stature, costumed 
as lansquenets. These were r by 
music of fife and drum, and after them came 
the groups representing the seasons. Each 
group had a arand chief, who sang a 
recitative as his followers passed the 
grand stand and then all joined in a 
chorus. inst came the grou of 
Spring.

Shepherds and shepherd- 
esses danced two ballets, and of these ballets 
one was interrupted by a well-imitated storm.

THE GASCONADE WRECK. 


A Missouri Disaster of 1855 Recalled by a 
Recent Accident, 


Tift numerous wrecks on railroads within 
the past few weeks, particularly that of the 
first excursion train on the Knoxville, Cum- 
berland Gap & Louisville road in honor of the 
completion of the road, which was attended 
by the death of anumber ofthe excursionists 
and serious illness to others, recalls forcibly 
the wreck at the bridge over the Gasconade in 
this State on November 1, 1855, on the occasion 


of the celebration of the opening of the Pa- 
cific Railroud (now the Missouri Pacific Rali- 
way) from St. Louis to Jefferson City. In the 
Gasconade Bridge disaster the train, con- 
mye of fourteen passenger cars, pulled 
outofthe old Seventh street depot in this 
city at 8 o’clock Thursday morning with the 
Mayor and City Council of St. Louis, Company 
A ofthe St. Louis Grays, the National Guard 
and band and a number of invited guests, the 
whole party numbering between 600 and 700 
ersons. There had been heavy rains the night 
efore and the weather was still inclement 
butthe train proceeded in safety until the 
Gasconade River was reached. The bridge 
gave way, precipitating ten cars of the train 
into the river below, a distance of twenty-five 
or thirty feet. In falling the locomotive re- 
versed its position, turning to the east, and 
wheels uppermost. Hudson E. Bridge, Presi- 
dent of the road; T. 8. O'Sullivan, 
Chief Engineer, and a number of em- 
ployes were on the engine at the 
time. Mr. Bridge escaped, but Mr. O’Sullivan, 
the flreman, and others in the cab were killed. 
The list of killed numbered twenty-seven, 
among them some of the leading citizens Wr 
Missouri. A number of persons were badly 
but not fatally injured. In view of the dis- 
tressing nature of the calamity Mayor Wash- 
ington King set apart a day of fasting and 
prayer, which was generally observed 
throughout the churches in the city.

The hall devoted to 
the sodality is in the old school-house,and has 
just been completely and elegantly fitted for its 
new use. Beautifui windows of stained giass 
have been introduced and an altar erected. 
About the hall are paintings representing the 
Sacred Heart, Holy Family, St. Aloysius and 
the Annunciate. The largest oil painting, how- 
ever, isthatof the Immaculate Conception, 
which is an exquisite work of art, both in 
technique and coloring.

Piersin of the 
Fifth Police District was informed 
that a sad case of neglect needed 
immediate attention at 622 Argyle avenue. 
Kind-hearted neighbors living in that vicinity 
told a story which demanded an investigation. 
An investigation was made. Capt. Fruchte of 
the Fifth District instructed Sergt. Piersin to 
render a written report of the condition of 
Johnny and Mamie Williams, the children of 
John Williams, who resided at the number 
above mentioned. 

YESTERDAY SERGT. PIBRSIN 
rendered bis report, Toareporter he said: 
„That is one of the saddest cases 
of absolute neglect that I have 
ever witnessed. It seems that until 
about a week ago John Williams, a teamster, 
lived with his two little children, aged 5 and 2 
years, in a tenement row at 2948 Scott avenue. 
His wife had died a few months before; was 
found dead in her bed on the morning of June 
18, I think, and the Coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of death from alcoholism. But about 
a week ago Williams was ejected from his 
squalid rooms and his furniture placed in the 
street because of the non-payment of rent. He 
then secured two littie dingy rooms on the 
first floor of the tenement house at 622 Argyle 
avenue. Hecalledithome. It has been a 
home for him, but not for his shildren. I 
learn from a reliable source that each morn- 
ing he goes to work at5 o’clook, locking the 
door of his house and turning the little ones 
out upon the street. Some days 
HE GIVES THEM A NICKEL 

to get their dinner. and twice at noon be has re- 
turned and given each a piece of bread. When 
his day’s work is done he sends little Johnny 


for beer and drinks himeelf into a stupor. 
The children go to bed when they get tired 
roaming about the neighborhood. Williams 
never beats them nor offers them any abuse 
of the slightest nature. He treats them kindly 
when sober, and when drunk is utterly un- 
mindful of their existence. He is in that con- 
dition as soon as possible efter returning from 
his work, too, and what little care his off- 
springs get is given by considerate neighbors. 
Ine case demands attention and I have 
notified Agent N. T. Williams of the 
Ladies Humane Society who will probably 
take the littie ones and find them good and 
comfortable homes. 

Mr. Williams did take them. He first made 
a personal investigation of the case, how- 
ever. Accompanied by Sergt. Piersin he called 
at the house at 622 Argyle avenue about 9 
o’elock last nicht.

HE rumored sale of 
the acre property 
known as the land of 
the Butchers’ and 
Stock Growers’ Asso- 
ciation, owned by R. 
D. Hunter, Thos. Law- 
son and others, a brief 
account of which was 
published in the Post- 
DISPATCH yesterday, 
has been fully 
confirmed. Wm.Chas. 
Peel, and his brother, 
Alfred Peel of Malvern 
England, are the pur- 
chasers, the saletothem having been con- 
summated by the realestate firmofCarr & 
Greenwood. This is not the young English- 
men’s firstinvestment in 8t. Louis realty. 
They are large owners in the old Benton Farm 
property, a tract of 750 acres, now known as 
the Kenwood tract, situated about a mile 
southwest of the abandoned stock yards site, 
just beyond the city limits. The sale of that 
ground was also consummated by Carr & 
Greenwood, the transaction having been 
closed a year ago last May. It was that trans- 
action which led to Mr. Greenwood’s ac- 
quaintance with Messrs. Peel. He firet met 
them at Red Sulphur Springs, Va., where he 


.went to interest J. L. Langhorne in the pur- 


chase of the Benton farm. In this he suc- 
ceeded, asthe young Englishmen, friends of 
Mr. Langhorne, joined him in the speculation 
and purchased the land. 

For two weeks or more the Pecls have been 
in the city and have become 80 favorably im- 
pressed withthe growth and enterprise of St. 
Loulsin the erection of magnificent build- 
ings, the operation of its cable roads, the en- 
thusiasm and concerted action to secure the 
World’s Fair, the certainty of the early build- 
ing and completionof an extensive elevated 
railway system, the construction of the Mer- 
chants’ bridge over the Mississippi, and great 
commercial and industrial interests all moving 
briskly in the line of progress, has induced 
the gentlemen not only to invest much 
heavier than heretofore, but to make St. 
Louis their home. 

Mr. Greenwood says they have already made 
D. R. Francis a good offer for his Vandeven- 
ter place property with a view to making it 
their residence. ‘ 

The ground the purchase of which they 
closed yesterday is 206 acres in extent and to- 
gether with the land they have also bought 
the franchise of the Butchers & Stock Growers’ 
Association to construct and operate 
a belt road around the 
connecting with and crossing 
the railway lines which enter St. Louis 


from the West. A charter for this projected 
road has been secured from the State, and 
three routes surveyed for the line, either of 
which runs directly through the stock yards 
property, the value and accessibility of which 
will be materially enhanced when the road is 
in operation. The association had profiles of 
the road made, and also went to at ex- 
pense in having plans made for the improve- 
ment ot the projected stock yards, but they 
were abandoned, it is alleged, owing to 
the failure of Jay Gould to 
subscribe $60,000 to the capital stock as he had 
agreed to. The St. Louis & San Francisco Rail- 
way Co. subscribed $25,000 to the ente 
but it has been said that George Gould per- 
suaded his father that in consideration of his 
interest in the National yards on the east side 
of the river it would not be good business 
policy to ald the opposition. Several agents 
have attempted to dispose of the ound 
since the enterprise was abandoned, but 
Oarr & Greenwood have outdistanced their 
competitors, and yet, in the interest of their 
clients, they refuse to state what the con- 
sideration was, though the price was between 
$100,000 and $150,000. There are eighty-three 
acres of the tract in the city and 123 yond 
the limits, with a trontage of 8,000 feet along 
the south line of the Missouri Pacific’s double 
tracks and extending southward to the 
Frisco railway. Ellendale is on the east 
line of the property, the Big Bend 
road on the west, and the ‘Frisco Oo.

How Judge Cooley Silenced the Cry of 
Tight Money.

NEw YORK, August 24.—The cry ot tight 
money’’ held the attention of Wall Street last 
week until it was silenced by Judge Cooley’s 
now famous lecture to the roads on the way to 
obey the interstate commerce law.

CHAT FROM CHANGE. 


ITH all its ‘‘strong 
legitimate position’’ 
(vide bull circulars 
to their customers), 
wheat has been 
growing heavier and 
heavier, sinking of 
its Own weight in

urday’s closing rates. 
Early in the week it 
had several spasms 
ofstrength, and sold at 750 for August and 
September, 774 @%c for December and Sluc 
for May, but the absence of speculation, the 
fact that the demand for the actual stuff not 
alone did not mend, but really showed signs 


of dropping off, and that the wheat, if 
not moving in any great volume 
to market, was coming in steadily 
and there were millions still back 


in the country, tired out the longs and grad- 
ually evolved a bearish sentiment. Sinking 
markets have followed one another daily 
since Wednesday, and yesterday saw sellers 
of spot at 78%c, of August at Jie, ahd of 
September at 760, and sales of December at 
7690 and of May at Senne. Receipts have 
not increased, but just the contrary, last 
week’s amounting to 639,466 bu, against 683,787 
bu the week before and 875,562 bu for same 
period last year. Why it does not is easily 
xplained. Never before was there so much 
wheat etacked as during this season, and as 
country banks have an over abundance of 
funds, as the farmers ure better fixed 
financially than for years, and as 
country mills and elevators have stocked 
up at the low prices, there has 
not been the necessity of rushing the grain 
into the large centers as bad been the case In 
previous years. There is plenty of wheat back 
in the country and it will keep coming forward 
but no immense flood will probably pour into 
market, though a sharp break in price might 
loosen up the country holders. The outward 
movement from this market is larger, as 425,- 
713 bu was shipped last week (250,000 bu 
loaded into barges for export) against 297,- 
190 bu the previous week. This being the 
case, the stock here has not increased and is 
now 927, bu, where it was 2,856,000 bu 
one year ago, and over 5,000,000 bu at the 
same time in 1887. This may be looked upon as 
bullish, but doesn’t help the market one 
bit. Europe is taking our wheat, 
that is, she is buying St. Louis No. 2 
and No. 3 red, but is not grappling with any 
large amounts and is probably buying here 
because the wheat is the best and the cheap- 
est in the country, for the seaboard markets 
report very little taken for export. One thing 
is sure, that Europe is not taking enough to 
reduce our supplies, and the absence of out- 
side speculation and the gepression in corn, 
oats and provisions ali ted to locate the bear 
feeling that is daily growing. The latter is 
quite marked, thotigh tempered by a good 
deal of conservatism, not to call it caution, 
but if the heavy markets continue it would 
not be surprising to see the whole crowd of 
local traders ia full ory after the market and 
pounding it down. bout the time they’re 
all bearish and short and the market ‘‘sick- 
est, will probably be time for a good reao- 
tion. There isn’tso much iear expressed of a

ENGLISH JUDGES WHO DELIGHTED IN i- 
POSING THE DEATH PENALTY. 


Early Life of the Infamous Jeffries—The 
Bloody Assizes—Condemnation of Alice 
Fish—John Toler and How He Shot Him- 
self Up to the Bench—A Persecutor of 
Irish Patriots. a

HE TRIAL and con- 
demnation of Mrs. 
Maybrick and the 
charge to the jury de- 
livered by Justice 
Stephens, which has 
been severely con- 
demned in many quar- 
ters as unfavorable to 
the accused, and sav- 
oring strongly of per- 
secu tion, calls to mind ingtances of other En- 
giish judges who have gained an unenviable no- 
toriety because of their readiness,or over anx- 
lety, to inflict the death penalty. Chief among 
these stand George Jeffries, who, as Lord 
Chief Justice of the King’s Bench, imposed 
more death sentences than any other English 
judicial officer, either before or since his time. 

JEFFRIES’ EARLY LIFE. 

Jeffries was born early in the seventeenth 
century at Acton, in Denbighshire, and when 
a young man entered the Middle Temple asa 
law. student. Before completing his term of 
study he attended the assizes, when few bar- 
rister$ could be found, as the plague was rag- 
ing. He was allowed to practice, soon gained 
a great reputation for ability and legal acu- 


men, and especially distinguished him- 
self by the virulence of hies in- 
vective, and the pitiless severity of his 


cross-examinations. He allied himself with 
the Roundheads, and thereby obtained not a 
little political influence. He was chosen as 
Recorder of London, and subsequently occu- 
pied a position on the bench in the Old Bailey, 
the principal criminal court of that city, Here 


Jeffries soon made himself the terror of all 
brought betore him and the wonder of Lon- 
don. Such torrents of abuse couched in such 
violent and profane language as he poured 
out upon prisoners, witnesses and bar 
risters alike had never been heard from 
an English bench, while his voice and 
countenance, always coarse and repellant, 
became so frightful during his frequent par- 
Oxysams of rage that prisoners sometimes 
dropped senseless from fear when brought 
into his presence. He assumed the black cap 
with an expression of fiendish delight, and 
fairly grinned with rage when he could sen- 
tence some malefactor to the gallows. 

THE BLOODY ASSIZES. 

After the restoration, perceiving that his 
old Puritan allies had lost their influence and 
could be of no further assistance to him, Jef- 
fries sought the patronage of the Duke of 
York, afterwards James II. As he proved to 
be ready to perform any service and was a 
man of unquestioned ability his promotion 
wasrupid. He was appointed to a Welsh 
judgeship, was made Chief Justice of Ches- 
ter, was given the rank of Baron, 
with the title of Baron Wern, and just at the 
close of the reign of Charles II. was made 
Chief Justice of the King’s Bench. 

When the rebellion under the leadership of 
the Duke of Monmouth was suppressed, 
and the throngs of prisoners were to be 
brought to trial, the King, who hated 
the insurgents with peculiar virulence, di- 
rected the trials to be held before Jeffries. 
Then began the infamous Bloody Assizes. 
Early in September, 1684, Jeffries, accompa- 
nied by four other judges, set out on his cir- 
cuit. Winchester was his first stopping place, 
and here the famous trial ot Alice Lisle took 
place. Lady Lisie had given food and shelter 
to some ofthe starving fugitives from Mon- 
mouth’s army. 

. THE CASE OF ALICE LISLE. 

It was doubtful if Lady Alice was aware of 
their complicity and in accordance with the 
rules of law an accessory could not be con- 
victed until a verdict bad been found against 
aprinocipal. Jeffries, however, seemed dent 
on the destruction of the unfortunate woman. 
The witnesses who testined in her favor 
were overwhelmed with abuse, and 
brow: beaten and denounced tho 
Judge with all the violence which 
his unequaled power of invective ve bim. 
The charge to the jury was a speech for the 
prosecution, but the bloody-minded Judge 


was notesatistied with this. When the jury 
were considering their verdict Jeffries 
grew impatient, sent a message to 
them, saying that he did not 


see how they could have left the box in so 
plain a case, and threatened to lock them up 
all night if they did not bring in a verdict la- 
stantly. In response to this message they 
came, but the foreman stated that they 
doubted whether the charge had been made 
out. Jeffries expostulated vehemently, the 
jury again retired and broughtin a verdict of 
guilty. The sentence was pronounced on the 


following W Alice’ Lisle was 
condemned be burned to death 
on the next afternoon. All the 
gentry and the clergy remonstrated, but 


could only secure the poor boon of death by 
the axe Instead of by fire. The unfortunate 
lady was beheaded in the market place of 


Winchester. Torehearse the various triais 
would occupy too much space. Within 
a few weeks 320 rebels bad 
been hanged, and 841 sentenced to 


transportation to the West Indies. Jeffries was 
rewarded with the seal of Lord High Chan- 
cellor. On the accession of William III. he 
endeavored to escape from the country in the 
disguise of a sailor, but was discovered and 
committed to the Tower to stand his trial for 
oppression in office. He dled miserably be- 
fore he could be arraigned. 
BLOODY-MINDED TOLER. 

Scarcely less cruel, although far less in- 
famous, was the notorious John Toler, Hari of 
Norbury. Toler was an Irishman, born in 
ag ont in 1745. He distinguished himself 
at the bar in 1789, was appointed Solicitor- 
General, Attorney-General in 1798, and in 1800 

romoted to the — of Chief Justice ot 
ne W@smore Pleas. Asa Judge Toler wus 
not eminent for ability, but by force 
of sycophancy, impudence an a 
Lee of hair triggers, won his way to the Chief 

usticeship. s entire fortune consisted of 
£50 and the aforementioned hair triggers. He 
was short and fat, with small, cunning gray 
eyes sparkling with good humor, especially 
when passing sentence of death, and he never 
was so happy as when condemning a large 
batch of prisoners to the scaffold. He was 
described as being a combination of Sancho 
Panza and Judge Jeffries. A contemporary 
gives the following account of him: 

‘*He was a moral coward, but physically 
brave. Theprincipalin balt a dozen duels, 
one with fire-eating Fitzgerald, a coarse, vul- 
gar man; a buily and rufflan, yet tolerated by 
society for his criminal habits; sang a capital 
song, often ina most mixed company, and 
delighted in the broad stories of the time. In- 
de his wit was of the coarsest, even for 
that day. His jadictal ferocity was invariably 
tinged with a ghastly fun, just as his fun was 
always spiteful and venemous.’’ As 
Attorney-General he prosecuted two 
brothers, John and Henry + ort who bad 
rashly mixed themselves up lu a political in- 
trigue of that dangerous time. rran de- 
fended, but was unable to complete bis ap- 

eal to the jury owing to iliness bess a

. his compliments the offi- 
cers asked Dinnah if he could 


not give them something to remember him by, 
a small souvenir.

They emerged in 
afew moments carrying two sacks well filled 
over tBcir shoulders.

Forsometime it was claimed the 
a Irish were not receiving the attention in poli- 
tties their numbers and power deserved, and 
1 to show that as a combination the Irish and 
af Irish-American Republicans were a power, a 
number of them got together and formed the 
club. Wm. J. Masterson was elected 
President. For some time D. P. Slattery’s 
mame had been mentioned for Mayor and 
numerous delegations waited on that gentle - 
man until he was finally induced to become a 
member, and was immediately made Pres- 
ident after the duly elected President had 
been deposed. A number of influential names 
were added to the roster and the membership 
increased rapidly until the opening of the 
spring campaign, when there were 600 bona 
fide members oftheclub. It was a recognized 
power and every Republican candidate and a 
few Democratic candidates began catering to 
it with promises. The club had not done 
much stir in the fall campaign and did 
mot expect a very large representation 
in national appointments, consequently the 
meetings of the club were moreor less har- 
monious. But as soon as the local candidates 
began to make promises of office for the sup- 
port of the club the seed of discord was@own. 
Some of the members grew suspicious of 


others, andin open meetings would accuse 
each other of pulling the wires in 
individual behalf and not in 
the interest of the club. The officers 
were secretly charged with embezzling 
funds and one in particular was said to have 
been given several hundred dollars for flag 
raisings by candidates. Instead of raising the 
flags and informing the club he put the 
money in his pocket and said nothing. When 
these charges were vaguely made at the meet- 

{ ngs there was always an irruption, ſuntil the 
respectable members could no longer bear to 
take par in the proceedings land handed in 
their resignations. The constitution and 
by-laws were models of their kind, and in

J The by-laws were laid aside, and though 
* the proper elemefht fought hard, the other side 
always defeuted them. Men were admitted 
who have reputations for fighting against for- 
eigners holding office. A number of Germans 
and men of German descent became members. 
A man who is said to have been an English 
informer was also admitted, and finally sev- 
eral negroes were invited to seats 
in the hall, but courteously deciined 
the invitation, knowing the reputation ‘of 
the ciub for its stormy meetings. True Irish- 
men said they could not stand it and left the 
club, leaving a queer combination of mem- 
bers representing half a dozen nations and as 
opposite in their views and ideas as 100 men, 
the entire number of members, could be. D. 
P. Slattery tried to control the members and 
stop the decline but was helpless. Not 
being able to recover from one —— 
in less than two weeks, he appointe 
an executive committee to manage affairs at 
the meetings when he was absent. While he 
Was present things went smoothly, and reso- 
lutions for the good of the club were passed 
harmoniously. But when he was not there 
pandemonium reigned. The executive com- 
mittee was accused of working in its own be- 
half, and resolutions which the members 
of that committee repared were voted 
down by the faction in the majority while 
they prepared other resolutions to the con- 

trary and passed them. Mr. Slattery was not 
long in finding this out, and two. weeks after 
the spring election resigned. All restraint 
now being off the management ran wild.

There has been more feeling shown over this 
matter than all other subjects or grievances. 
The last meeting almost culminated ina free 
fight and a flow of blood and it would have 
had not the officers of the club, who are not 
Irish and do not claim to be, put a stop to the 

roceedings by declaring the meeting ad- 
ourned. 

As long as the club exists under ite pres- 
ent condition the meetings will be a repeti- 
tion of those already held and made public as 
sessions of an Irish-American club, where 
there are but a few Irishinen init, and those 
few are almost ashamed to admit being mem- 
bers. The death of the organization is looked 
for at the next meeting, by which time the 
treasurer will have placed the matter of find- 
ing the men who have the picnic funds in the 
bands of the police.

EAST ST. LOUIS 


A Poor Paralytic’s Hard Straitse—Recen- 
struction of Collinsville Avenue. 


A young man arrived at the Relay Depot last 
night on the Cairo Short Line train who was 
undoubtedly a fitsubject for some charitably 
disposed person. The fellow stated that he 
left Garret, Ark., early Thursday morning, 
and was provided by friends there with a 
ticket for Greenfield, III. His name is E. O. 
Perkins. The poor fellow, who is a 
hopeless paralytic, lost the ticket 
and what change he possessed 


at Cairo and was obliged to go among 
the other passengers of the train and ask 
assistance. A kindly-disposed person paid his 
fare to East St. Louis, but could not or would 
not help him any further. He says he has 
relatives in Greenfield who are pretty well-to- 
do, but they have helped him so much already 
that they do not desire to advance him 


any more money. His father wus at 
one time Mayor of Greenfield, and heid 
many other offices of trust. He has been 


paralyzed since childhood and can neither 
read nor write, and is quite simple.

| by the officers, and it fully describes the life 
of a soldier at the Barracks. 

It shows that the enlisted men in the United 
States Army are treated worse than slaves— 
many of them worse even than dogs. 

The hardships connected with the lite ot a 
soldier are proverbial, put a soldier’s life is in 
truth worse than has ever been imagined by 
the public. 

The treatment of the recruits at Jefferson 
Barracks, where enlisted men are supposed to 
go through a regular course of training to 
prepare them for the frontier, is something 
simply awful to contemplate. 

When a soldier enlists he is strongly im- 
pressed with the fact that he will be punished 
for desertion in time of war by death and in 
time of peace by any punishment except death 
that acourt martial may direct. The usual 
punishment for desertion in time of peace 18 
five years’ imprisonment with hard labor in a 
military prison. In spite of the fact that 
every deserter captured is punished in this 
manner the soldiers persist in deserting in 
large numbers, which shows that there must 
be strong reasons for their leaving the 
service. 

The inducements offered a man to en- 
list in the service of the United 
States are good pay, good wholesome 
food and free medical attendance. To 
the men who take up the soldier’s profession 
such a prospect is a bright one and many en- 
list because they think that they can do better 
in the army than outside. 

It the promises made by the Government 
were carried out there would be few deserters. 
But they are not fulfilled, and the man who 
joins the army expecting that he will got what 
is promised is the victim of a fraud.

I wanted to tinge my investigations with a 
dash of romance. 

I knew that ealistment in the United States 
Army meant five straight years of service in 
the ranks of Uncle Sam's soldiery, unless 
there was Providential interference to bring 
release from the bondage, so I thought that a 
nice uniform with gorgeous plume and shin- 
ing saber would made the servitude easier and 
in a measure atone for any hardships that the 
service might bring. 

The address of the recruiting office was 
easily found in the City Directory, dut on 
going to the number given I found that the 
office had been changed to some other ad- 
dress. I inquired of a staiwart colored port- 
er who was weshing windows néxt door, 
where the office had been removed and was 
told that I could find it at 404 North Eleventh 
street. 

‘*‘Wha’ you’ il see a big striped flag hanging 
out en de winder, he said. 

I at once rr paired to this address and saw 
the big striped flag gaily floating in the 
breeze, but on applying to the Sergeant toen- 
list he replied that no more men were tobe 
taken in on that day, as the hour for recruit- 
ing men bad passed. 

„Come around to-morrow morning at 9 
o’cloeck,’’ be said. 

Here was one day’s respite, for whichI was 
heartily thankful. I saw some men in blue 
clothes lounging around at the head of the 
stairs and, walking up to them, engaged in 
conversation. They told me that the life of a 
soldier was the life for any man. 

„No work, only eat, drink and sleep, said 
one of them. 

ou beg, said another, this is what I’ve 
been looking for for a long time. 

They said that all they had to do was to 
sweep up their room in the morning and then 
they had the whole day to themselves. 

(This was when they were at the recruiting 
office. They were thoroughly disenchanted 
when they arrived at Jefferson Barracks.) 

I chatted with the men forsome time, and 
found that they had become tired of hard 
work, besides they ‘‘wanted to see the coun- 
try. * 

The next morning I called at the recruiting 
office at 9 o’clock sharp. One of the men with 
whom I had been talking the day before was 
at the door to give directions to men who 
wished to enlist. 

Go right into the second room on the left, 
be said. 

„well, what do you want?“ said the Ser- 

geant,a ponderous, comfortable looking man, 
who sat lu a chair at a desk in a corner of the 
room. His eyes glanced rapidly over my face, 

and after mentally taking my measure he 
said: *‘Do you want to enlist?’’ 

„„es, sir, I replied in a meek voice. 

„Why don’t you go to work?“ 

an' t get a job, l replied. 

„A young man like you is foolish to enlist,’’ 

he said. Have you carefully thought it 
over? a 
„Oh, yes, I replied. 

„Good teeth, clear skin, etc., he said as 
he rapidly made his observations. What 
diseases have you had?“ 

Lenumerated them to bim. 

‘*Ever have consumption or have any folks 
consumptive?’’ 

I volunteered a feeble joke that consump- 
tion of food was one of my weak points, at 
which he checked all levity by a severe frown. 
Then followed along list of questions rattled 
off in a voice, the answers to 
whieh be noted down on 8 slip of paper on 
which the questions on ae printed. 

Have you got a trade? 

I told hie thas I had been long some work 


around a newraaper office. ; 
‘Weill, I'll put you down as a clerk,’’ he

Itold him that sleeping in the park nights 
had somewhat injured my health. 

They are all that way, he said. ‘‘Every- 
body who strikes this place has been in bara 
luck,’’ 

All ready,“ some one called out and I was 
ushered with little ceremony into another 
room, where I was placed on the scales and 
weighed and my height registered. 

„Tou are going into the cavalry, ain't 
you?’’ he said. 

Lanswered, ‘‘Yes.’’ 

The doctor then came in and my hearing 
and eyesight were tested, after which I was 
made to twist my joints, jump over à stick 
and show wy agility In various manners. 

Issue him his clothes, said the doctor, 
and I was then taken into another room, 
where I was given a pair of trousers, a biouse 
and a cap. which I was told to pnt on.I was also 
givenablanket. The pants would have made 
the fortune of acomedian. They were about 
three inches too short and were about as pila- 
ble as a piece of board. The bottoms of them 
were about twelve inches from ‘‘front to 
rear, and ran inastraight line up to my 
waist. Witbout exaggeration I could set them 
on the floor and they would stand alone. The 
blofise was a good enough fit for the occasion. 

The price of the blanket was $4.33; cap, 55 
cents ; trousers, $2.50 and blouse, $3.68. 

I was also given a pair of ‘‘cross sabers,’’ 
cost 2 cents. 

Iwas told that we had dinner at 11 o' clock, 
supper at 5 and breakfast at 6 o’ciock, and 
was instructed to march overtothe restau- 
rant with the other recruits at these hours, but 
during the intervals I could go out and walk 
around the streets if I wished to. 

We all had to be in bed at9o’clock at night. 

Lou must leave all your citizen’s clothes 
in the room where you undressed,’’ one of 
the men said, but a man will be around to 
buy them of you.’’ 

Aclothing dealer from Morgan street did 
call that afternoon and I believe that I got 50 
cents for the suit in which I enlisted. 

The sleeping-room into which I was 
taken was about eighteen feet square 
and in it were six other recruits, one cav- 
alry and five infantry. The infantry recruits 
were tobe taken to Columbus Barracks at 
Columbus, O. 

Iwasnow a soldier and had promised to 
obey all orders from my superior officers. I 
sat don on my bunk and in view of the sur- 
roundings my reflections were anything but 
pleasant.

REMAINED at 
the recruiting 


ouarters until 
Tuesday, the 
llth. On that 


afternoon my- 
self and two 
other cavalry 
recruits (the 
third man had 
been enlisted 
that morning) 
were taken to 
the Iron Moun- 
tain Depot and 
very shortiy placed on the train for Jefferson 
Barracks. 

All of our possessions were rolled up in our 
blankets intoacompact bundle, and we held 
our headsup very straight and acted as we 
thought soldiers should. I was prevented 
from assuming avery dienifed mien on ac- 
count of my trousers. I had given atallor 
$1.50 to cut them over for me, and he had done 
the best he could under the circumstances. 
They were several inches too short, but when 
I coaxed them down towards my shoes there 
was another difficulty. There was absolutely 
no waist to them. SolI had to compromise by 
leaving them in a neutral condition. I sat 
very still, being rather anxious to avoid at- 
tracting any attention. The pants worn by 
another of the boys were a little too long, so 
that he had them rolled up a trifie of about 
four inches. 

When the train arrived at the Barracks a 
corporal andtwo recruits boarded itfor the 
purpose of arresting any recruits who had 
been to St. Loulé without a pass. We had 
papers explaining who we were and were di- 
rected where to go and report. 

We carried our bundles over to the com- 
manding oflcer's quarters, but there was no 
one there. After standing in the sun for about 
twenty minutes we were told that the 
adjutant was the one to report to and we 
according moved over infront of his office. 
He was watching a game of tennis, and as he 
was greatly interested in it we waited about 
a half-hour before he decided to favor us with 
his presence. 

The belongings were examined, after which

no special reason, only on general prin- 
ciples. 

„„Take these men over to Company B, 
the order was finally given and we moved to 
our new quarters. 

The Sergeant in charge of Company B's 
quarters was asleep, but one of the boys 
awakened him. He appeared to feel a trifle 
ugly on account of being disturbed from his 
nap and eyed us with little favor. 

On account ofthe construction of his eyes 
he was able to look the three of usin the face 
at the same time, and after ‘‘sizing us up“ 
for about five minutes, he said: 

„Now, you fellers wants to look out for 


yourselves or you'll get into troubie. We are 
just as tuff as they make em bere, and if you 


are lookin’ for trouble you'll get it d- 
quick. You look like sort’er fresh kind of 


jokers, but I'll let you know —— soon who's 
runnin’ this thing.

we waited for another period, apparently for 


task of enlisting to flod out what a soldier’s 
life was like. 

The room orderly then showed us where we 
could find some vacant bunks, which we took 
possession of. We were instructed to remain 
around the quarters and answer all calls. 

At5io’clock, when the men returned from 
the stables, the supper bell rang and every- 
body made arushfor the mess-room, which 
was situated in the basement. There were 
seven tables, each table to accommodate four- 
teen men. The service was composed partly 
ofchina plates and the balance of granite- 
iron ware. In front of each plate was either a 
china or tin bowl half full of hot tea. On each 
plate wasa chunk of what appeared to be 
plum cake, but on taking a bite the grease 
in At turned my stomach and I went 
ouside to look at the river. I 
did not come back to supper that 
evening as I did not feel hungry. One of the 
recruits told me that I would get used to that. 

Iforgotto state that there was plenty of 
bread on the table, but it bad a strong taste of 
saltpeter. 

The recruite were interested in making 
everything as pleasant for us as they could, 
but they made our hair rise with tales of what 
happened at the barracks, 

One young man introduced himself to us as 
just haying come out of the mill, that is the 
guard house. He said that a ‘‘non-com’’—a 
non-commissioned officer—had told him to 
move his bunk, which some other fellow had 
pushed to one side; he had been drinking and 
did not at once comply, at which the ‘‘non- 
com’’ swore at him and he retaliated by tell- 
ing him to goto——. He served over forty 
days in the guard-house at hard work for this. 

I went to bed that night with somewhat dis- 
tinct notions of the hardness of the soldier’s 
lot. 

During the night I felt something crawling 
on me, and on striking a match I was disgust- 
ed to find the bed swarming with bed bugs. I 
killed twelve before the match went out. 

I afterwards asked at the hospital for some- 
thing to kill the bugs, but the hospital people 
only laugbed at me, and the next day I soaked 
my bunk springs in kerosene oil, sprinkied 
insect powder over the mattress and dosed 
the whole thing with oll of cedar, but the ver- 
min would drop at nigbt from the ceiling and 
nothing would keep them away. My body 
was soon covered with their bites and it was 
impossibleto sleep until I became so tired 
that nothing would keep me awake. 

The next morning I was taken over to the 
bospital to be examined by the doctor at that 
place. There were sixteen new recruits in al, 
and the doctor examined us in about twenty 
minutes. We were then vaccinated. The 
articies of war state that no man shall be 
branded, marked or tattooed,’’ but each 
man is vaccinated on the calf of the left leg in 
such a — a mark for identification 
invariably rem¥ins. I saw men who were 
vaccinated in such a careless manner that 
they were compelled to remain in the hospital 
for months in consequence. 2 

That evening I saw three prisoners With 
shackles on their feet taken to the train o 
their way tothe Leavenworth (Kan.) Military 
Prison. 

The programme for the day at the sarracks 
was as follows: — , 


° First call, 4:30 a. m. 
Reveille, 4:50. 
Break fast call, 5 o'clock. 
Stable cali, 5:30. 
Guard mount, 8:68. 
Mounted and dismounted drill, 8:45. 
Dinner call, 12 o'clock. 
Dismounted drill, p m. 
Afternoon stables, 4:30. 
Supper, 5. 
Dress parade, 6:40. 
Retreat, 7. 
Tattoo, 8:59. 
Taps, 9:30. 


We groomed the horses one houreach day; 
a half hour in the morning and the same 
length of time in the afternoon. Dis mounted 
drill lasted for an hour in the morning and an 
hour in the afternoon, with twenty minutes’ 
drill before retreat in the evening. Mounted 
drill lasted an hour and a halt each day. 

The First Sergeant asked meifI wanted to 
draw sutier’s checks. He explained that they 
were literally an advance of on my frst 


month’s pay to be deducted from the 
pay-roll, These are given for the 
purpose of enabling the recruits to 


purchase a cleaning outfit, viz.: Emery cloth 
for cleaning the gun; tripoli, for cleaning 
brasses, and buttons, heel-ball (purified bees- 
wax), for polishing the belt and cartridge 
box, brushes, ink for the belt, etc. 

This is also a good thing for the sutier, who 
issues the checks, asit gives him this much 
trade from each one to start with. 

The sutier pays a premium foreach recruit 
who draws sutier’s checks. 

At the sutler's store the highest prices are 
charged. A cheap biacking brush costs 3 
cents; biacking, 10 cents per box; a little bur- 
nishing chain, $1.25. Everything is put at a 
high price as the recruit with sutier’s checks 
cannot go anywhere else and buy his outfit. 
The most of these articles can be purchased 
for cash at from one-third to one. half the 
price charged by the sutier.] 


III. 
HIS TAILOR BILLS. 


HE day after pass - 
ing the doctor“ 
the new recruits 
were told to get 
ready to go over 
to the Commissary’s 
department to draw 
clothes. The getting 
ready consisted of 
going outside and 
standing on the side- 
walk. 

We were marched 
fe : over by a corporal 
to the commissary department, where a list 
ot the clothing thought to be needed by the 
recruit was prepared. 

Webad nothing to do with the list and did 
not have any idea as to what we were going to 
draw. 

Each soldier is entitled to about $200 worth 
of clothing during his five years’ service, and 
if by any means he is abie to save any of this 
it is placed to his credit. 

The list of clothing which, as a reeruit,I 
was compelied to draw on that day is as fol- 
lows:

The clothes are all ill-fitting and the most 
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draw anew sult shortly afterwards, merely 
because the ones I had did not fit me. 

There was a tailor at the post who charged 
from $4 to 86 tor altering a suit and he was 
coining money. 

The pants which are issued to the recruits 
at the barracks are of a light blue and are not 
permitted to be worn at the front. They are 
what are called the ‘‘old style’’ and there is 
about as much shape toa pair of them as 
there is to a gunny sack. 

A solder ts paid $13 a month by the Govern- 
ment. Out of this 12½ cents le deducted each 
month for the Soldiers’ Home. He is com- 
pelied to be shaved clean at every inspection, 
twice a week, and every time that he goes on 
guard. Few of the recruits are able to shave 
themselves and their barber bill costs in the 
neighborhood of $1 a month. 

Then there is the cleaning kit“ for which 
the sutier’s checks are issued, taking off $3.00. 

He is conpelled to have a suit of clothes al- 
tered, because none of the suits fit, which 
amounts to $4 or $5. 

If he has his overcoat made overto fit him 
there is another expense. 

Most of the men have their boots made to fit 
them, gas not being able to get a pair which 
they are able to wear they have a pair made 
to order. 


All soldiers are expected to keep 
‘‘neat and clean’’ and if they do 
not they will feel sorry over it. The 


$200 allowed them for clothes does not permit 
them to dress as they are expected to, and in 
fact compelied to. They are told that the $200 
Will enable them to dress neatly forthe five 
years, but it does not nearly suffice. 

They are promised acertain thing and then 
are compelled to make the best of an unkept 
promise. 

During the term of my enlistment, from 
June 8 to August 19, my expenses for clothing, 
barber bill and tailor bill amounted to $37 .89 
This included the making over of two suits of 
clothes which I was compelled to draw. 

The Government allowed me about $13 for 
clothing money. 


IV. 
HIS BILL OF FARE. 


HE miserable quality 
of food furnished the 
recruits ina conse- 
quence of systematic 
robbery practiced by 
certain non-commis- 
sioned officers, can be 
safely assigned as the 
principal cause for de- 
sertion. 

I have seen a citi- 
zens’ wagon loaded 
with goods carefully packed up with gunny 
sacks, taken from the mess-room door 
and loaded under the supervision 
of non-commissioned officers. The wagon 
was then driven out of the post and 
was accompanied by one of the non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

No man can feel contented when the princi- 
al diet is bread,and especially when he sees 
ers, no more entitied to good nourishing 
than he, living on the dest that can be 
progured when he also knows that they are 


During the time I was at Jefferson Barracks 
almost invariably the breakfast for the re- 
cruite in Company B was hash (7), bread and 
coffee. 

Hash is made from meat left over from the 
day before—buge chunks of gristle and fat— 
which the stomachs of the men revolt against. 
This meat is ground up into little chunks and 
is then mixed up with potatoes and is baked 
in au oven with hardly any seasoning. It is 
the most unsatisfactory and unsavory dish 
that a man can place inside of him. 

The men do not eat it. 

They place it in their mouths and swallow it 
with an effort. 

The coffee is a vile concoction. Itdoes not 
taste like coffee, but like beans and chicory. 
It absolutely does not have the slightest flavor 
of coffee. 

The bread is strongly impregnated with salt- 
petre, but does not taste impalatable to a man 
who is hungry. 

The recruits in Company B are always hun- 
gry, not because there ts not enough food, 
but because the most of it.is unfit for a human 
being to eat. 

For dinner each man is given a slice of 
boiled beef, tough and gristly, and without 
flavor; potatoes and bread. There is no 
coffee for dinner. 

For the past two or three weeks the men 
have been given ali of the tomatoes they 
wanted to eat but tomatoes do not create 
muscle and brawn. 

During tae season there were also plenty of 
onions. 

I have a number of times taken my ration 
of meat from my plate and given it to a dog, 
that hung around the company’s quarters, 
but he would chewa little and then decline 
to eat it. He was hungry too, but could not 
„go“ the meat. 

This may seem like an exaggeration, 
is not. 

The bili of fare for supper was bread and 
tea with sometimes dried appies and some 
oatmeal or cornmeal mush, sometimes with 
molasses, but oftener without. 

We were sometimes given a ration of corn 
bread for our supper. This was not difficult 
to swallow, as it wae so soaked in grease that 
it slipped down very nicely. 

Il saw aman get up from the supper tabie and 
say: ‘‘Boys, this is more than I can stand. I 
expected to be fed decently here, but I won't 
stay and eat food not fit for a hog.’’ 

He went down to the railroad track and 
jumped on the first freight train which came 
along, and that was the last which we saw of 
him. 

One morning we went down to breakfast 
and on entering the mess-room two or three 
of the recruits went out and vomited. There 
was a stench in the room from the 
bash, which was putrid. Not one 
in the whole company was able to eat any of 
it. Some of the recruits went over to the 
company commander quarters and he re- 
turned with them and made an investigation. 
He ordered the kitchen sergeant to cook some 
meat for our breakfast and then went away. 
We did not get any other breakfast and I 
went into the garden and worked until 
dinner time without a moathfal to eat. 

The Sergeant was tried by « court-martial 
for disobedience of orders in not cooking an- 
otber breakfast for us, but nothing was done 
to him for giving us i004 which was not Git for 
ahogtoest. He was released from duty as 
kitchen Sergeant, but another was put in his 
place who was as bad as he had been. 

There is no necessity for treating the re- 
cruite in this manner as ample provision is

Company B's garden, it the food they get to 
eat is as good as that furnished In any ordin- 
ary hotel. 

There is only one explanation for this, and 
that isthat some persons are appropriating 
the recruits’ rations to their own use. 

It ie the truth that the men in Company B 
are not fed in a decent manner. 

There is a large crew of men at work on the 
new mess hall, now in the course of construc- 
tion at the Barracks, and these men board 
with the different companies. These men pay 
about $2 a week board and get good, nourish- 
ing food, which is cooked in an eatable man- 
ner. They are given beefsteak, bread, sugar, 
butter, milk, ete. The bread is better than 
that given to the recruits, who also do not get 
any sugar, milk or butter. 

No wonder the recruits desert when they see 
others given these things which they have 
a perfect right to have. 

Another thing: The cooks are not looked 
after closely and are careless in preparing the 
recruits’ food. 

I have seen a bowl of ‘‘slum’’ (a soup in 
which I have found potato parings) from 
which a ladle full could not be dipped with- 
out having a half dozen files in it. 

One day at dinner I pulled a piece of tarred 
rope about two feet long out of a dish of cab- 
bage. 

The recruits do not enlist with the idea of 
having to put up with any such treatment,and 
when they are given such food they leave. 

They prefer risking being captured and sen- 
tenced as deserters to five years’ imprison- 
ment to living on such food as they are given 
to eat. 

The non-commissioned officers and the 
cooks live on the fat of the land in compari- 
son to what the recruits get. 

Out of the whole company (there are about 
one hundred and fifty nameson the roil) I 
have never yet heard one man express himself 
as being satisfied. 

Whether the officers ‘‘stand in’’ with the 
robbery of the recruits’ rations or whether 
they are merely careless and do not take 


enough interest to see how they are fed, is 
more than I can say positively, but at any rate 
they are guilty of committing a great wrong 
in not looking after these things in a proper 
manner. 


V. 
Hls TREATMENT. 


F there is any person 
I. has it in his pow- 
er to make things un- 
eormfortable for a re- 
crult it is a mean non- 
commissioned officer, 
and there are few offi- 
cers at Jefferson Bar- 
racks who cannot be 


classed under this 
head. With brutal in- 
stincts, uneducated 


and debased by giving 
vent to their passions, 
they are as a general thing a rufflanly crowd. 

Of course there are a few exceptions, but 
hese are not frequently encountered. 

It 1s a wonder that some of the non-commis- 
sioned officers are not murdered for their 
brutal treatment to the recruits, but the men 
are 80 thoroughly cowed by threats and even 
acts of violence, that they dare not take any 
steps to redress their wrongs. 

If a recruit dares complain to his company 
commander of abuse or ill-treatment he is not 
belleved, and affairs then become all the 
worse for him. 

I have heard a non-commissioned officer 
talk to a man in such a brutal manner that 
tears of passion rolled down the soldier’s 
cheeks, and in his efforts to restrain his feel- 
ings be sank the nails of his fingers into the 
palms of his bands so deep that the blood 
almost came. 

It is supposed that it a recruit is taken to 
the guard-house the company commander is 
consulted about it, but this formality is gen- 
erally dispensed with. A non-commissioned 
officer cantake arecruit tothe guard-house 
and leave him there for over aweek without 
preferring charges, thus giving him the power 
to vent his spite against any man who may 
happen to be in disfavor. 

I have seen a recruit sent to the guard- house 
for not speaking loud enough in counting 
fours, when in reality he spoke as loud as he 
could. 

About the most atrocious thing that I wit- 
nessed while at Jefferson Barracks was the ar- 
rest and trial of a negro who was really inno- 
cent of any offense. 

On July 6, the day on which we were paid 
for the month of June, five recruits were piay- 
ing a game ofcards. The negro came into the 
room and asked to be given a hand“ in the 
game. This was done and aftera couple of 
hands were played oneof the recruits said 
something which excited the negro’s anger, 
and the latter said: 

Lou look out or I'll bust you in the jaw.’’ 
At this one of the other recruits jamped up 
and said: Tou black ———, you won't bust 
nobody in tbe jaw. Both jumped excitedly 
to their feet, but the others held them apart. 
Each threatened to shoot the other, although 
neither man had a weapon, and the negro 
gradually backed out into the middie 
ofthe room. There was such a crowd around 
that the negro would have had no show and 
he knew it, so be stood quietly awaiting de- 
velopments. He bad picked up a spittoon 
ready to act on the defensive and two or 


three recruits had clubs ready to 
Knock bim down tf de made 4 
break. Suddenly one of the sergeants, 


who was running a ‘‘chuck-a-luck’’ game at 
the other end of the room, heard the loud 
talking and rushing down to the scene of the 
row jumped into the center ofthe crowd and 
struck the negro. He then kicked bim out of 
the door and toid him to get his blanket. That 
meant get ready to co to the gnard-house. *‘I 
didn’t want to get in notrouble,’’ said the 
negro, and I can expiain the whole thing. 
ri your blankets, —— —— %u, was the 


the stripes on. 
‘The negro was tried by a court-martial and 
was charged with attempting to grab a car- 
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man who had brought his friend in. H 
happened that the man who was struck, 
then a common recruit, was to be made a r- 

ral that evening, and when the man wad 
Pied tor offering bis captain «a Kk and for 
striking this man he was © with strik- 
ing a superior officer, when in reality at the 
time of the trouble the man bad not been 
read out before his company as a corporal 
and was simply a recrait. 

This man now has the shackies on bis ankleq 
and will soon be sent to the Leavenworth Mu 
tary Prison, to serve a year for an — — 
he never committed. 

The articles of war (article 70) state that ‘‘ng 
officer or soldier pat in arrest shall be con- 
tinued In confinement more than eight da 
or until such time asa court martial can 
assembied.’’ 


The most of the men tried are compelled to 
stay in the — for a much longer 
time than this, sometimes over a month. 


Here is another incident: A recruit who had 
s to go up town fett his 
bianket with his chum with instructions to 
look out for i. He deserted and 
day or two afterward the man who ha 
the bianket went into the First Sergeant's 
room and told him that he had this deserter’s 
bianket, and offered to turn it over, with the 
other effects of the deserter. Lie was run inte 
the guard-house and when I received my dis- 
charge he had been In there five weeks with- 
outatrial, being charged with appropriati 
the property of another soldier to his 0

THE STORY OF A MURDER, 
STORY which ius. 
trates the brutality 


and fiendishnesd 
of these non-com- 
missioned officers 
is told by the 
recruits. 

The story was 
told tome bya man 
who heard it from 
the lips of the non- 
commissioned offi- 
cer who is said te 
have committed 
as I have no positive 


but 
proof that the officer isa murderer, I do not 
give it as a fact, but give the story as hearsay. 

One afternoon several months ago, a negro 


the crime, 


was sitting in the lower squad-room of Com- 
pany B (the negroes sleep upstairs and are 
not permitted to sit around the other squad- 
rooms), when a non-commissioned officer, whe 
is heartily despised by the recruits, came in 
and saw him sitting there. 

„What in — are you doing here, you black 
— — —1 Get up-stairs where you be- 
W * 

The negro remonstrated because of the use 
of such language to him and started to go on’, 
but the Sergeant still kept abusing hin. 
Finally the negro turned on him ana showed 
fight. Some 15 that be had a razor, buf 
others say that be was unarmed. At any rate 
the Sergeant picked upabeit board, a stick 
about three feet long and four inches wide 
used to streteb beits on, andstrnck the ne 
over the head, knocking him down, and thes 
brutally stood over bim and beat his brain 
out on the fluor. 

The nero was then taken to the gnard- 
house, where he died next day without medi- 
cal attendance. 

This is the story as it is told by the recruits, 
but they are afuid to say much about it. 

On account of the fear which they have of 
the officers they dare not expose these things. 

As I said before, I do not give the above 
story as a fact but as a report, but I am sat 
i-fled that an investigation willshow that A 
MURDER WAS COMMITTED! 

One evening three negroes were swimming 
In the river just below the barracks. It is 
agalust the rules to swim in the river. but 
these men were having an excellent time. A 
sergeant was walking along the river bank 
with a recruit when suddenly one of the 
negroes was heard to scream frantically f 
help and was almost at once seen to sink, 
although he was within twenty feet of the 


ank. 

„Let the black —— ——- —- drown. He bas 
got no business to disobey orders, the ser- 
geant said, and the negre drowned in piain 
view of the brute. 

A pretense was made of dragging the river 
for the remains, but as the weather was very 
warm and it would have been inconvenient to 


have a funeral little pains were taken, and ie 


is needless to add that the body was not found. 

Murder is pleasant to contemplate when 
you think of the inhumanity and crime 
of an act like that. 

There are hundreds of incid of a char- 
acter similar to the above which have come 
under wy personal notice and which show 
La = the life of a recruit is considered of little 
value. 

It a recruit dares complain ot {l)-treatment 
the non-commissioned officers pool their in- 
taxests and will testify to anything in order to 
help one of their number, and Woe to the ro- 
eruit who makes a break of this kind. The 
ill-treatment which will be his portion after- 
ward will compel bim to desert as soon as 
can get away. 

Of course, these non-commissioned officers 
have their favorites, who are permitted to en- 
joy an easy time, but these are recruite wha 
will toady to them and assist in making things 
2 — le for their unlucky fellow re- 
cruits. *

Seaman Hawkins of the Rush and Black 
Diamond—The Capture. 


For several years Canadian government of- 
ficials have been capturing our fishermen and 
fishing boats at their own sweet will, says 
the Chicago Tribune. The first opportunity to 
get even occurred July Il, when the revenue 
steamer Rush caught the Canadian schooner 
Black Diamond almost in the act of robbing 
our sealeries in Alaskan waters.

ELECTRICAL RAILROADS. 


THE IMMENSE DEVELOPMENT OF THIS 
MODE OF STREET TRANSIT. 


Figures Showing the Increase in Mileage and 
Number of Cars During the Last Four 
Years—An Exhaustive Discussion of*the 

, Subject by an Expert—General Electric 


LECTRICITY has 
been talked about 
and experimented 
with to a wonderful 
extent during recent 
times, but in no 
branch of industry 
has the advance 
during the past two 
or three years been 
more marked than in 
the line of the devel - 
opment of electric power as applied to street- 
car traffic. Various experiments have been 
made in times past, but on a mall scale, and 
generally without success. During the past 
year, however, there was a wonderful degree 
of activity displayed in this direction, and 
while even electric engineers do not claim 
that the problem of street transit by 
means of electricity has yet been 
solved in an entirely satisfactory manner, it 
has passed out of the province of experiment 
and become an accomplished fact. Whether 
all street car traffic willin future be carried 
on by electricity is a mooted question. But 
that a very large proportion is now conducted 
by this power and thatthe mileage is steadily 
and rapidly increasing is an unquestionable 
fact. In view of the extensive plaus laid out 
by street rallroad managers of St. Louis for 
substituting electricity for horse power, with 
which the readers of the PosT-DISPATCH are 
familiar, a few facts concerning this style of 
traffic may be of interest. 
DIFFERENT MOTORS. 

Street electric motors may be divided into 
two general classes, thatin which the power 
is Carried on the car itself, and that in which 
it is supplied by an external wire. Both have 
met witha measure of success and each sys- 
tem has its ardent advocates. The principal 
objections to the wire, generally called the 
overhead system, is to be found in liability to 
breakage, disfigurement of thorough- 
fares by poles and danger from 
a misdirected current. Where the motor is 
carried on the car itself, the cost has béen 
found to be large, the weight great, difficulty 
has been met with in mounting steep grades, 
and a large number of motors is usually 
needed, as the time consumed in charging is 
generally considerable. At thé present time 
the number of cars operated by overhead 


wires greatly exceeds those running on the 
separate motor system. 

A few figures willshowin an unmistakable 
Manner the growth of the electric street rail- 
way industry. In 1885 there were 3 lines 
in operation with a mileage of 7% and 18 cars. 
In 1887 the roads had risento 7 in number, 
with 26 miles of track and 81 cars. In 188 
there were 33 roads, 180 miles of track and 268 
cars. This year there are log roads in operadS 
tion or in process of construction- 
with 575 miles of track and 936 cars. 
This only includes those either running or 
building on July 1, when tbe last statistics were 
prepared, and the list would be considerably 
ncreased were information obtainable of the 
recent additions. 

G. W. Mansfield of Boston delivered a long 
and exhaustive lecture upon the subject of the 
APPLICATION OF ELECTRICITY 

to street railroads. Inthe course of his ad- 
Gress he said: 

The application of electricity during the 
past decade has been astonishing. In the face 
of an industry balf a century old, and of enor- 
mous wealth and power, it has won the lead- 
— position. In every direction that honest 
effort has been made it has succeeded. Com- 
mercial barriers have been broken down and 
Physical obstadies swept aside. When once 
the feasibility was demonstrated the end 
could not be predicted, 
For the transportation of the people in the 
streets of our towns and cities the demonstra- 
tion has been witnessed, the application made 
and a wonderful luxuriant growth started. 
There is no Industry so far reaching in char- 
acter, so vital to a community’s interests, and 
5 one 80 little known as the street railroad 

usiness. Neither the scientific world, the 
commercial world, nor the pecple themselves 
have realized its vast importance. Eliminate 
the horse car from every city or town in the 
union and forecast the resulte, 

In 1828 the now great Baltimore & Ohio Rall. 
road started and horses were used to draw the 
cars. This might be called the first horse car 
line in the United States. In 180 there were 
12,866,020 persons in the United States, and 
nota mile of street railroad nor soarcely of 
steam road. Asarule, the New York 4 Har- 
lem Road, incorporated in 1831, is spoken of as 
the rst street railroad in thie country. 

THE FIRST CAR 
was run in November, 1832, trom Prince street 
to Harlem Bridge. In 1837 it temporarily suc- 
cumbed to steam cars, but resumed in 1845. 

„The census of 1860 gives our country a popti- 
lation of 23,191,876, and published histor t 
one street railroad. The child had been born 
however, and in ten years the street railroad 
was in almost every city of any magnitude in 
the country. To what has this child 

rown? In 1890 our population was 

, 156, 788. Estimating on an in- 
crease of 334% per cent in 1890, or six months 
hence, the population will be 66,874,364. For 
the transportation of this number of people 
in the streets of our cities and towns the most 
accurate figures itis possible to obtain show 
the engagement of about 425 companies, em- 

loying 28,000 cars, 125,000 horses, and pores 

bg some 5,500 miles of track. The capital in- 
vested is variously estimated from $175,000, 000 
to 200,000,000. The humber of passengers car- 
ried isso enormous that it is im ible to 
obtain figures of any great degree of accuracy. 
As & result of most careful compilations and 
estimations it is reasonably sure that at least 

„500, 000 23 are transported. 

Still more stiking is the importance of the 
street railroad business when compared with 
the magnitude and extent of 
roads of the United 2 The fe 
show a tabulation 147,998 60 miles 
road and 20,682 passenger cars, and 
sengers carried but 428,225,513. With u 
an equal number of cars and 
more road, only one- 

ere carr 
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State. One road alone, the West End of Bos- 
ton, carries nearly 10,000,000 more than all the 
steam roads combined. 

In meeting this demand of the age for bet- 
ter transit there are many considerations that 
Claim our most caretul attention. 

„The conditions to be met are widely differ- 
ent from all other electrical applications. 
Esssentially we have first a steam engine; 
second, adynamo; third, a conductor; an 
fourth a motor mounted upen a vehicle, and 
subjected to mechanical and physical condi- 
tions more extreme apd severe than ever 
heretofore has been imposed upon any piece 
of electrical machinery. In the battle for 
success the engine has to stand the

‘‘anything wrong with it affects directly the 
electric system, andin many cases it also has 
to stand the blows if tg is wrong with 
the electrical system. Dr. Bell has pointealy 
shown in his valuable paper many well-known 
facts, and clinched them by figures taken on 
one particular road. They can be taken with 
certain allowances as fairly representing the 
conditions imposed upon the steam engine dy 
an electric road. 

„»The extreme liability of short circuits on the 
road from falling wires, careless drivers turn- 
ing the current on too suddenly when start- 
ing, and a variety of accidents that may hap- 

en on the very best roads render of the first 

mportance that the engine have its 
main moving parts at least 20 per cent heavier 
tnan ordinarily. Under the extreme fluctua- 
tions of load, keys, nuts and bolts will work 
loose. An engineer ina large station ergs | 
told me that he practically took to pieces an 
put together nearly every month a 100 horse- 
power engine running an 80 horse- power 
dynamo, whereas prior to the time it had 
been connected to a railway dynamo it had 
given practically no trouble althougb worked 
well to its capacity. 

A compound engine rated at 109 horse - power, 
running an 80 horse- power dynamo under test 
recently, gave the following: 

Friction card with dynamo but no current, 
11.65 horse- power. 3 

Aggregate horse- power of cards, 1,247.74 
horse- power. 

Average horse-power of cards, 56.67 horse- 


power. 

Maximum card, 120.79 horse-power. 

Minimum card, 15.56 horse- power. 

The cards were taken at ten-minute inter- 
vais for four hours. There were at the time 
three electric cars on the line, each towing 
another. Asthe day wasa pleasant Sunday

WAS CROWDED. 

During the same time current and potential 
readings were taken on tne line at the station. 
The average gave thirty-horse power or an 
average efliciency of 54.6 per cent for the total 
time. Every moment deducted that no cur- 
rent was flowing would raise this efficiency. 
at times the efliciency was far higher than 

bis. 

The road conditions were severe, the grades 
ran as high as 10 percent, and had numerous 
others ofiand 7 per cent. The extreme cur- 
rent fluctuations were notedin oné minute’s 
variation from45 amperes to, 140. The poten- 
tial was very constant. 

On another smal! road the extremes varied 
from the friction load to nearly 85 h. p. on an 
100 h. p. engine. These extremes would hap- 
pen even during the time a three impression 
card was beingtaken. Under such conditions 
the question of coal economy is a troublesome 
one. Ou large roads, unquestionably a far 
better showing would be possible. 

Laying aside the question of coal economy, 
which is cheap in comparison to food for 
horses, the best engine is the one that handles 
the average work with the least repairs. On 
some small roads the ratio of engine friction 
to average daily load may be large. The 
great majority of roads, however, will havea 
sufficient number of cars to so reduce the 
ratio of extremes to the average load thatthe 
engine can work at its most economical point 
of cut-off the major part of the time, and raise 
the average load to guch a point above the 
friction load that the per cent lost will be 
comparatively small. 

COMPUTING POWER. 

Almost the first question asked by the man- 
ager of an electric light company when an ap- 
plication has been made to power, is: How 
much electric power must lallow per car?’’ 
No man can give a definite answer to this 
question that will meet all conditions. 

If the following facts are known a fair 
judgment can be made: 
1. Number of cars simultaneously operated. 

2. Speed and nature of service, 

8. Maximum grade, and number of grades. 

4. Scheduled location of cars in reference to 


grades. 

5. Motor cars to be used to tow other cars or 
not. 

6. Any peculiarities in regard to the distri- 
bution of cars. 

7. Condition of track. 

8. Location of track in referencé to power- 
house. 

A moment’s thought over any ongof these 
points, I taink, will convince you of its im- 
portance. 

On a portion of the Cambridge division of 
the West End Street Railway Co.’s road of 
Boston the Thomson-Houston Co.’s motors 
commenced running February 16, 1889. Up to 
July 1 165,781 miles and 25,506 round trips Bad 
been made with s loss of but 825 miles, or .19 
of 1 per cent, and forty-nine round trips or 
the same percent of loss. During this time 
nearly one million five hundred thousand pas- 
sengers were carried. This, in view of the 
fact that during the entire time one and 
part of the time two tow 
were drawn, is remarkable. It 
also be known that the route 
tends over one of Boston’s most crowded 
business thoroughfares, and is the main street 
connecting Cambridge and Boston. On a por- 
tion of the route there is an open bridge about 
1,800 feet long, on which is located one draw, 
which is opened from twenty to thirty times 
per day. 

Over this bridge 1,810 cars per day pase, or 
on the average one every three-quarters of 
a minute, and at some portions of the day 
they run at half- minute intervals, The team 
ing On this street is aleo very heavy, necessi- 
tating constant stopping. 

You will see from these figures what the 
loss of current or a motor burn-out causing 
delay would mean. Our record, however, 
has been magnificent.

Addition to the Phonograph. 


At a recent meeting of the French Academy 
M. Lippmann presented a note by M. G. Guer- 
oult, in which-it is suggested that by the com- 
binéd use of a phonograph and an apparatus 


for imstantaneous photography and reproduc. 
tion of the pictures obtained it would be possi- 
ble to reproduce at any future time not only 
the speech of a person, but also bring before 
the audience a vivid picture of the person's 
gestures and facial expression. 

The procedure would be somewhat as fol- 
lows: A person 1 or singing into the 
phonogruph would be photographed by an 
automatic apparatus geared with the barrel 
of the phonograph. The pictures would be 
instantaneous, and taken at the rate of, say 
ten pictures per second. They would then be 
developed and arranged in a special lantern 
for reproduction on a screen isochronously 
with the phonograph, when the latter is ro- 
producing the speech. An audience might 
thus be enabled not only to bear the utter. 
ances of, say a famous actor, but also see 
himself and his actions represented on a 
screen. About a year anda halt ago M. A. 
Bandsept of Brussels experimented with a 
similar apparatus. 


The Denver (Colo, ) Railway. 


Several years ago anelectric railway was 
put in at Denver, Colo., on the plans and sys- 
tem of a localinventor, and aftersome time 
spent in experiments, which were not entirely 


successful, the project was abandoned. Dur- 
ing the time it was in operation, or that the 
current was on, to speak wore properly, 
perhaps, several accidents occurred, horses 
received shocks and in other ways, and 
quite naturally the prejudice of the Denver- 
ites was aroused against this form of street 
locomotion. But that was years ago, and it 
can only be ignorance which causes a Denver 
paper ina recent issue tosay that ‘‘there 
may be sucha thing as a successful electric 
railway system, but it had better be tried in 
the suburbs. The Denver editor should 
takea trip East, and by coming only so far 
as Omaha he will find that electric roads are 
past the experimental stage, and while they 
are fully good enough forthe suburbs, the 
suburbs are not good enough for them, but 
they keep right on into the hearts of largest 
cities and win highest praise on every hand. 


Over Two Miles a Minute. 


A report comes from Maryland, that at 
Laurel, in that State, where the Weems elec- 
tric railway system is being tried on an ex- 
perimental track, a recent speed test was 


made, showing a rate of over two milesa 
minute, and this on a track with grades. 
Quicker transportation for mail matter and 
packages, at least, may be looked for shortly, 
and the result will be accomplished by use of 
electricity.

Aberdeen by some two hours. The Brooklyn 

Bridge over the East River is no small thing, 

but it cannot compare with the Forth Bridge, 

a single span of which is 1, 710 feet or 110 feet 

longer than the one span of the Brooklyn 

Bridge. The Forth Bridge will be opened in 

October and in all =~probability the 

Queen, the Prince of Wales and 

other dignitaries will grace the occasion 

with their presence. At present the queer 
little Scotch town, now changed out of all 
recognition by the presence of an army of 
workmen from almost everywhere, is the 

Mecca of tourists and of interested engineers. 

I drifted down among others to see the 

Giant Bridge,“ as it is called here, and Iam 

not sorry thatidid. The journey alone from 

Edinburgh to Queensferry is worth the mak- 

ing. You can go by railway, steamer or four 

horse coach. Acting on sage advice I chose 
the coach and was amply repaid. The 
drive from Edinburgh Is one of the most beau - 
tiful that can be imagined. The ride through 

Lord Roseberry’s estate alone is worth the 

price of the journey and long before you get

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Queensferry Cantilever, About Half Completed. 

Queensferry,or more properly South Queen- 
ferry, is an old town with a history. Queens- 
ferry gets its name from the fact that it was at 
a landing within its precincts that Queen 

Margaret, wife of Malcom Canmore, used to 
embark on her trips to Dunfermine. The town 
fe a royal burgh and used to be a prominent 
shipping port and the center of the soap- 
making industry. 

In these two respects it Is falling into decay. 
They are not always courteous, these Scotch 
men and women. I wentintoapublic house, 
notfarfrom the bridge, the other day and 
seeing the interest thatthe hangers on took 
in me I indulged in the reckless American 
custom of treating all hands.

Since this bridge was commenced and it is 
now almost completed. This bas been quick 
work, allthings considered, notwithstanding 
the fact that about five thousand men have 
been constantly employed upon it. It is not 
asniceto look at as the Brooklyn bridge, 
but in every way it is a greater piece of 
mechanism. In fact, it is said to be the 
most wonderful piece of 8 work in 
the world. Had it deen built as origin - 
ally designed it would have been a striking 
affair. Sir Thomas Bouch, the engineer of the 
— Tay Bridge, which went down lu that 

arful December storm of 1879, drew the 
plans. It was in 1878 that an act of Parliament 
Was passed authorizing the building of the 
bridge. The original plan was to have a sus- 
— bridge. The central towers were to 

ave been 600 feet nigh. There would have 
been practically two bridges, each carrying a 
set of rails and held together by braces. But 
when the night train plunged from the broken 
Tay Bridge with ninety souls on board 
this plan for the bridge received its death 
blow.

On one set of rails the train is always going in 
one direction and the tapering of the rail is in 
the direction that the train Is going, so that 
there is ro obstruction to the heel. The 
space allowed for expansion on the bridge is 
one inch per 100 feet, and as it is 8.098 feet 
long, the entire allowance is nearly seven feet, 
twice the usual allowance. 

It is enough to make one nervous to see the 
workmen on the bridge hammering away 
three or four hundred feet up in the alr. But 
the contractors have done the best for their 
men that they could. It was impossible to 
get Scotchmen or Irishmen to do the work, 80 
Italians were bired. There is a netting spread 
near the base of the piers to prevent the kill- 
ing of men by falling bolts. There are small 
boats constuntly novering about in the Firth 
to rescue any workman who may fall from the 
bridge into the water. In fact all precautions 
have been taken, and yetaboutaman a day 
has been killed since the work was begun. 
The workshops connected with the bridge 
cover some fifty acres. There are about five 
thousand workmen exclusive of salaried offi- 
cials, who draw about $25,000 weekly in wages. 
They have an accident and benefit society to 
which the contractors subscribe, a canteen 
where they can cook their food, a hospital 
anda hall where entertainments are carried 
on under the supervision of the manager of 
of the works. On the whole they are well 
treated. 

The contractor who carries on this great 
work bas had a wonderful career. Forty years 
ago he was a piercer ina cotton mill. At 18 
he was apprenticed to an engineer in Paisley. 
serving four years. After a good many ups 
and downs he turned up as foreman in a ** 
building yard at the age of 23. In 1868 he 
started in business for himself with the 
magnificent capital of £85. He had a hard 
time of it, but gradually got on. He built 
railroad bridges on the Hamilton, Glasgow & 
Rothwell Railroad, and one across the Clyde. 
He bullt the new bridge across the Tay, and 
now is engaged on his biggest undertaking. 
He has a capable staff, as the manner in which 
his work has been done shows. 

The Forth bridge is not the 1 bridge in 
the world. The Tay bridge is three-quarters 
ofa mile longer. T Tay bridge is caicu- 
lated to stand a wind pressure of fifty-six 
——.— to the square inch before the bolts 

olding the piers come into play. The en- 
gineers at the Forth say that their bridge will 
stand fifty-six pounds down the Firth on one 
arm of the cantilever and the same up on the 
other. The Forth bridge is a costly one. 
When finished it will have cost about £2,500,- 
000. The Tay bridge cost £650,000; the Britan- 
nia Railway bridge £600,000; the Westminster 
bridge £235,000. 80 in this respect as in 
others the Forth monster leads.

Afine sight at any time is this big bridge 
and just at this time the quaint little town of 
Queensferry is crowded with excursionists. 
Lhe Firth is crowded with excursion boats at 
aH hours, especially at night, for almost all of 
the visitors waat to see how the bridge looks 
inthe moonlight. But finer is the sight from 
one of the towers of the bridge itself. You 
might see something like it from the top of 
the Eiffel Tower in Paris, you couid not from 
the tops of the Pyramids nor from the Wash- 
ington Monument.

CHARLES SPURGEON’S OPINION 
or THE CHURCH HERE. 


The Excellent Condition and Fine Appoint- 
ments of Our Baptist Charches—The At- 
tractive Sunday Schools With Their 
Lively Services—Jesuits and Episcopa- 
lian Ritualists. 


[Written for the SUNDAY Post-D1sPatcn.) 
, N THE eve of my de- 
N Orea tor England, 
: at the request ot the 
editor of this paper, I 
will give my views on 
various topics of re- 
ligious and general in- 
terest, in regard to 
which inquiry has been 
made of me since my 
arrival in the United 
States. Atthe outset, 
I would like to observe 
that I have always 
been pleased with 
America. My reveption 
here has been most 
generous and nearty. On my side of the 
water we are familiar with the meaning of 
the phrase, ‘‘An English welcome;’’ 
henceforth I shail believe that the 
people of the States are entitied to lay 
stress on the heartiness of an American wel- 
come, I have traveled considerably duriug 
my brief stay in the Eastern States, in the

near West and the far West (for to a foreigner 
there seem to be two localities at this point 
of the compass), and in the various families 
where I have stopped I have been treated with 
such kindness, and have been received with 
80 warm a welcome, that, for the time being, 
I lost the faculty of being homesick. 

I have found the Baptist Church here in a 
yery successful condition; the people are 
tall ot enthusiasm, and among the various 
Protestant denominations the Baptists 
are without doubt tne most aczres- 
sive and enterprising in church 
work. The churches in the United 
States are certainly much better appointed 
than they are in England. Our edifices an- 
not be compared in architectural beauty to 
yours. The interior of the American churoh 
le in striking contrast to the London B aptiat 

buildings more 
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score in whatI have seen sinceI have been 
here. Your decorations are more lavish than 
ours; the cushioned pews and the carpeted 
alsles give a furnished and home-like appear- 


|} ance which is distinctly different from our 


churches. The best floor covering we 
would have would probably be linoleum or 
cocoanut matting, never any bright-colored 
carpets. Our church goers, if they want car- 
pets, are allowed, at their own expense, to 
put a littlestrip in their pew. The electric 
bells which communicate from the pulpit to 
the sexton, telling him how to regulate the 
heat, the ventilation, eto, „strike a foreign 
clergyman with surprise;the system must bea 
great convenience to the preacher; it is char- 
acteristicalily American, 

Your Sunday schools are much finer than 
ours. I do not think that they are any larger, 
but your Sunday school rooms are bright, 
cheerful places, with carpets on the 
floors, pictures on the walls and 
well furnished and convenient seats. 
Some of your Sunday school servy- 
vices would probably be considered alittie 
too lively forthe Knglish Baptiste. I attended 
one Sunday-school anniversary here where 
the children came upon the platform, sang 
hymns and gave scriptural recitations. We 
do not have anything of that kind in England 
on Sunday. We have an ordinary Sunday- 
school service with preaching, the main feat- 
ure of the service being the singing of the 
children. On the occasion referred to the plat- 
form was smothered in flowers. Such Sunday 
services may be considered profitable by my 
Baptist brethren ip America, but, without 
making any criticism in regard to the matter, 
Iwould say that such a service would be 
more appropriate fora week day than Sun

When a wants to 
have some one admitted to the institution 
where he knows a eubsoriber he will go 
among the other subscribers and ‘‘canvass 
tor votes,“ in order to ¢écure enougn votes 
to warrantthe admission of the candidate, 
This is often a dificult, sometimes an impos- 
sible thing to do for persons without means 
orinfluence. A poor person may unsuccess- 
fully apply for admission year after year,

It has been claimed that the 
poor are attracted by the ornate services in 
their churches, I do not think the poor care a 
button for the character of the services: with 
tnem it is ‘‘bread and blankets. t the 
charch people will give them bread, ciothes 
and blankets, the poor don’t care whether 
the service is plain or full of forms. If I went 
among the poor and distributed alms very 
freely my missions would be crowded to the 
doors. A great deal of the ritualistic church 
work is done under the garb of charity. The 
poor should be reached and helped but not in 
this way. For some time the Ritual. 
iste have wanted ai different court 
than the one now in existence 
for the determination of religious questions. 
At present disputes arising from the chureh 
go to the courts of law. The Ritualists lately 
proposed the establishment of two final 
courts of equal numbers, one of bishops and 
one of judges, If both courts agr ona 
dispute uestion, their decision governed.

Caird belongs more to the Jenness Miller 
school of reformers. 

While speaking of dress she said: ‘‘I quite 
agree with Emerson that it’s bad form to 
dwell on one’s allments, and I refer to the 
matter because of its general application, not 
at all on its personal side. I was exception. 
ally strong when A child, bat 
this did not last long, for like 
many another woman, I was held back so 
much from following my bent that I gradually 
became afflicted with nerves. People dwell! 
upon the nervousness of women as if the con- 
dition were something inherent in the fem- 
inine organization! lam sure we suffer more 
from curbed endeavors than blighted affec- 
tions. There is nothing so detrimental to 
health as to be protected fromthe hardships 
and temptations ot the wicked outside work 
when you are aweary of the inside world an 
longing to be up, out and doing.’’ 

Owing to ul health and other causes, Mrs. 
Caird has been incapable of giving to her 
child the constant attention required. She 
believes—and every one of experience must 
agree with bher—that nine mothers out of ten 
are unfit to bring up their own children. But 
unlike any of those nine mothers that I have 
ever seen, she recognizes and admits her in- 
capacity, and like a logical, conscientious 
human being, supplies by outs,de help the 
child’s need. he bas never handed her 
boy over to an ordinary nurse; has 
never trampled on his rights by putting 
him outofthe way;heis not banished toa 
nursery nor packed off to school, but from his 
birth has been tended by refined, educrted 
ladies, by warmhearted motherly women. 

It would, no doubt, be interesting to Mrs. 
Caird’s many readers toknow how she car- 
ries on her literary work and how she dis- 
poses of her leisure. Her hours of labor 
are not long, for she finds it necessary to 
husband her strength. She makes a light 
Dreakfast at about half past 8 and as 
luncheon of fish, eggs, vegetabies, etc., at 
halt past 1, with a late dinner or supper. 
The usual5 o’clock cup of tea, universal in 
England, she relishes, otherwise she is 
wholly abstemious. She is very chary of 
meat, and believes so thoroughly in vegeta- 
rianism that ber child has never had a taste of 
fish, flesh, or fowl in any form. His solid 
muscles and rosy cheeks would bea good ad- 
vertisement for that system of dietetics. 

After her simple breakfast Mrs. Caird 
gives a short time to her corres d- 
ence, takes a half hour’s walk and re- 
turns to her writing-table for solid work 
about l10o0’clock. She is not a rapid writer, 
but when she has already carefully arranged 
in her mind every detail, she will throw off a 
chapter ortwo ofa novel without a break. 
But whether she has composed slowly or 
quickly, she gives much time afterward to 
correcting and remodelling. 

The three hours from 10 to 1 o’clock, she re. 
—— as making her day’s work. Very often, 

owever, when there isa press of work the 
afternoon, too, is devoted to literary labor. 
But usually, she said, ‘*I give a good deal 
of time to visiting; for I love association with 
8 fellows.’’

Experience has proved to Mrs. Caird that for 
her the old saw holds true that one hour’s 
sleep before midnight is worth three after; 
consequently she seldom keeps late bours.

NE of the disagreeable 
features about a tour 
abroad, I find, is the un- 
satisfactory manner in 
which demonstrations,

them faithfully. Not only is this true abroad, 
but it often happens that on one’s return, 
some aggravating delay or misunderstanding 
makes one’s reception almost a failure. 
I must also protest against some of the 
‘eatment I received at the hands of 
prominent newspapers whiie I was 
abroad. Many of my cablegrams about 
myself were not printed at all on this side, 
while others were cruelly mutilated. I cabled 
to a well-known and heretofore respectable 
New York paper while in London, that on the 
following day I would be the guest of great- 
ness and would undoubtedly add to the grace 
and dignity of our country by making a few 
well chosen remarks in the French or English 
language. The cable message was well

written and I paid for it myself, thinking that 
my countrymen would be glad to know that I 
still thought of them. When I got the paper, 
the cablegram was not there gnd its place was 


thrilling. It was headed ‘‘Disagreeable Ter- 
mination of a Usetul Life; An Old Lady Eaten 
Up by Hogs.’’ 

l also cabled a well-known New York paper 
of undoubted enterprise, I thought, that on 
the previous evening I had dined at the 
Cheshire Cheese and on the following day 
would take dinner at the Marlborough House, 
meaning I would take my dinner there—in a 
tin pail—and eat iton the lawn with the ser- 
vants. Instead of printing this prepaid cable 
message, the paper took up half a column 
witb an account ofan incident in Tennessee, 
headed, ‘‘Mortifying Episode in a Sunny 
South Home; Little Girl Boiled in Soap!“ 


Whenever I tried to inform the people of 
America of my success, socially and morally, 
abroad and to comfort them with the know!l- 
edge that I was well there seemed to be an 
organized effort on the part of the press to 
keep the people inthe dark regarding me.

WHEN AND HOW THE GREATEST OF NINE- 
TEENTH CENTURY POETS ENDED HIS LIFE 


His Services Offered to Struggling Greece— 
Gloomy Anticipatioos of the Result —4 
Tearful Scene at Genoa—the Fatal In- 
ness—His Last Words—Trelawny’s Curi- 
osity Satisfied—The Funeral. :

the most Interesting, one of the most fasci- 
nating figures in modern history. His life 
was a tragic romance, almost from 
its very beginning — deepening and 
darkening to the very end. The childofa 
scoundrel! father and a half-mad mother, heir 
to an ancient and bonorable name, which he 
was destined to make at once illustrious and 
immortal; while yet a youth ‘‘lora of himself, 
that heritage of woe;’’ gifted with phenom- 
enal beauty of person as well as intellectual 
power; when scarcely beyond the threshold 
of manhood winning, as it were, by a single 
stroke the brightest laurels the literature of 
his day could give, and ‘‘awaking one morn- 
ing to find himself famous;’’ the pet and 
pride of the highest society in the greatest 


city of the world, and marrying in this heyday . 


of his fortunes a lady whose birth and social 
vosition were not inferior to his own, a love- 
less marriage on his side and nota loving 


one on hers; chafing under the 
matrimonial yoke he never should 
have aseumed, and seeking relief in ways 
which made the wife as miserable as the hus- 
band, and finally drove her with their child 
forever from his side; popular applause fol- 
lowed by an even more unanimous popular 
condemnation which forced him into 
HOMELESS AND HOPELESS EXILE 
from his native land; wandering hither and 
thither without plan or purpose; reckless, 
desperate, defiant; striving in vain to drown 
remorse by plunging into excesses which de- 
based and well nigh destroyed his better na- 
ture—excesses for which the wiid parental 
blood in his veins was n no 
small degree responsiblie—fnding at last 
a partial redemovtion in a love 
that, if sinful was at least aincere; then leav- 
ing this love, with all the peace and happl- 
ness it promised, to offer purse and sword toa 
classic race struggling for independence 
against the unspeakable Turk’’; and crown- 
ing the gift with the sacrifice of a life hardly 
yet in its prime upon the altar of Grecian lib- 
erty—w bere, on the stage or iu books, is there 
tragedy and romance surpassing in interest 
and fascination the life of George Gordon 
Lord Byron? And whentothe tragedy and 
the romance is added a poetic genius 
of the very highest order, a genius 
whose achievements are among the 
monumental glories of English literature— 
what more is needed to perpetuate the mem- 
ory of him who was both the author and the 
hero of ‘*Childe Harold, as long as human 
language lasts? 

W bile every intellizent person is supposably 
more or less familiar with the main incidents 
of Byron’s life, not many, perhaps, of the 
noble army of readers on the sunny side of 
five-and-forty know much of the last months 
of that life, or of the circumstances of the 
death which closed it. In view of the fact 
that the SUNDAY PosT-DIsPaTCH has recently 
rendered a similar service to Shelley, the 
melancholy story may be worth retelling, in 
briefest possible shape. 

Shelley was drowned in the Gulf of spezzia 
July 8, 1822. In a letter to Tom Moore, dated 
Pisa. August 7, Byron says: 

„We have been burning the bodies of Shel- 
ley and Williams on the seashore to render 
them ft for removal and proper interment. 
You can have no idea of what an extraordin- 
ary effect such a funeral pile bas,on a desolate 
shore, with mountains in the background and 
the sea before, and the singular appearance 
the salt and frankincense gave to the flame. 
All of Shelley was consumed 

EXCEPT HIS HEART, 
which would not take the flame, and is now 
preserved in spirits of wine.’’ 

In the M March Byron—then residing 
in Genoa—was in correspondence with the 
Greek committee in London, and through 
them offered bis services to the revolutionists 
then sorely in need of all the help they could, 
‘get. In a note dated Aprii 5to a gentleman 
connected with the committee and on his way 
to Greece as special agent he says: ‘‘I cannot 
express to you how much I feel interested in 
the cause; and nothing but the hopes I enter- 
tained of witnessing the liberation of italy 
itself prevented me long ago from returning 
to Greece to do what little I could, as an indi- 
vidual, in that land which itis an honor even to 
have visited.’’ By the latter part of June his 
arrangements were nearly completed. He 
had raised, by the aid of friendly bankers, 
10,000 crowns in specie and 40,000 
in bills of exchange; a portion of 
which was obtained from the sale of his tur- 
niture and books. The feelings with which 
Byron engaged in an enterprise he knew 
would be of doubtful Issue at best may be un- 
derstood from an incident related by Moore 
and probably derived from an eye- witness: 

On the evening before tne departure of 
his friends, Lord and Lady B, from Genoa 
he called for the purpose of taking leave, and 
sat some time conversing. He was evidently 
in low spirits and, after expressing his re- 
gretthatthey should leave Genoa before his 
own time of sailing, proceeded to speak of his 
intended voyage in a tone full of despond- 
ence. ‘Here,’ he said, ‘we are all now to- 
gether—but when and where shall we meet 
again? I have a sort of boding that we 
see each other for the last time; as 
something tells mel shall never again return 
from Greece.’ Having continued a little 
longer inthis melancholy strain, he leaned 
his head upon the arm of the sofa on which 
they were sitting, and, bursting into tears, 
ok tor some minutes with uncontrollable 
feeling. Though be had been talking only 
with Lady B——, all who were present in the 
room observed and were affectea by his emo. 
tion; while he himself, apparently ashamed 
of his weakness, endeavored to turn off atten- 
tion from it by some ironical remark, spoken 
with a sort of hysterical laugh, upon the 
effects of ‘nervousness’.’’ 

An English brig called the Hercules was 
chartered, and on the lith of July the little 
— left Genoa; several American 
ships, in compliment to Byron, sendin 
their boats to tow us out of the bay.’ 
The suite of the poet consisted of Count 
Gamba, brother of the Countess Guiocioli, E. 
J. Trelawny. the friend of both Shelley and 
Byron, Dr. Bruno, and eight servants. There 
were also on board five borses, arms and am- 
monition enough for the use of the party, two 
one pound guns from the yacht Bolivar, 
and medicine sufficient to supply a thousand 
men fora year. The Hercules proved to 
be an old tub, so far as sailing qualities were 
concerned, and it was not untilthe 2nd of 
August that she dropped anchor at argostull, 
the chiet port of Cephalonia. Here, and in 
the vicinity, the company were detained, by 
Various causes, until December following. 
The time was spent by Bvron in attem ting 
to gain some practical knowledge 
of the very much com plicated 
situation, in trying to bring some sbow of 
order out of the prevailing confusion, and in 
his usual diversions of riding, swimming and 
shooting. That he did, so far as the most em- 
i circumstances would permit, ren- 
Ger valuable services to the cause he had ee- 
poused, there ie no doubt; the fact being con- 
ceded by ail who were in a position to know, 
and n acknowledged then and later 
by the Greek authorities. It is equally cer- 
tain, however, that he was 

DISCOURAGED AT THE PROSPECT 
and that when he arrived at Missolonghi Jan- 
- Bary 5, 1624, he bad fully realized the magni- 
tude and difficulty of the task of which he 
Was expected to bear the heaviest share. But 
he worked as hard and as zealously as if he were 
more hopeful. Meanwhile mental anxiety

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suaded that it injured my lord’s health. He 
was not taken Ill at the time, but In the course 
of two or three days he complained of a pain 
in all bis bones, which continued more or less 
to the time of his death.’’ To make matters 
worse Missolonghi was notoriously unhealthy, 
„„ bog of a place, with malarial air and 
surroundings, from the effects of which few 
foreigners ever escaped. Byron must have 
known of this, and went to the tilential 
town with open eyes. Perhaps he did not care 
how soon the curtain dropped upon a play of 
which he was so very, very weary. 

On the morning of January 22 he came into 
the room where several friends were assem- 
died, and said with a sad smile to Col. Stan- 
hope: Tou were complaining the other day 
that I never write any poetry now. 

THIS Is MY BIRTHDAY 
andIhave just finished somethin which, I 
think, is better than what.I usually write. 
He then produced what was indeed nis last 
oem, entitled, On This Day I Complete My 
irty-Sixth Fear.

Byron had quite a severe iliness in Febru- 
ary, but seemed to recover from it without 
serious etfects remaining. The fatal attack 
came two months later. One day in the first 
week of April he rode out with Count Gamba 
some three miles from Missolonghi; they were 
caught in a heavy shower and returned to the 
gates ofthe town drenched with rain and in a 
violent perspiration. It had been their cus- 
tom to leave the horses at the gates and re- 
turn to their house ina boat. Gamba begged 
his friend on this occasion to ride back, rep- 
resenting the danger of taking cold sittling for 
so long atime in an open boat exposed to the 
rain. But remonstrance was vain. They went 
back in the boat and two hours later Byron 
was seized with a fit ofshuddering (probably a 
chill) and complained of fever and rheumatic 
pains. When Gamba entered his room at 8 
o’clock he was lying on the sofa, reatiess and 
melancholy, and said to him: I suffer a 
great deal of pain. I do not care for death, 
but these agonies I cannot endure.’’ The 
following day he appeared better, and was 
even able to ride out; but he gomplained of 
the shuddering sensation, and had no appe- 
tite. He was 

NEVER OUT OF DOORS AGAIN. 

On the llth his fever, which was pronounced 
rheumatic, increased, and on the 12th he was 
confined to his bed, unable to sleep 
and taking no food. Then for two 
days the fever diminished slightly, Dut 
the patient was very weak and suffered 
from pains in the head. On the Ilith 
his physician, Dr. Bruno, insisted upon bleed- 
ing him, but Byron refused—having, it is 
thought, littie confidence in the doctor’s pro- 
fessional knowledge. Mr. Millingen, a medi- 
cal practitioner, was then called in, and he, 
too, urged bleeding. Byron again refused, 
declaring he had no faith in blood-letting. 
Next day, although apparently somewhat bet- 
ter, Millingen, after long argument, finally 
persuaded him to give reluctant consent—ex- 
pressed in these emphatic words, as he threw 
out his arm for the lancet: ‘‘There—you are, 
I see, a damned set of butchers; take away as 
much blood as you like, but have done with 
It. Twenty ounces were taken (just so much 
life) but there was no improvement, and that 
night the fever rose higher than ever before. 
And the mind began to wander. Yet he was 
bled twice on the next day—17th—and blisters 
applied to both legs. The probable finale was 
now quite evident to all and those who should 
have retained their self-possessién, Gamba 
and Fletcher, lost it altogether and in conse- 


quence were perfectly useless. Parry, an 
English officer who was present, says: ‘‘In 


all the attendants there was the officiousness 
of zeal, but owing to their ignorance of each 
other’s language their zeal only added to the 
confusion. This circumstance and the want 
ofcommon necessaries made Lord Byron’s 
apartment such a picture of distress and even 
anguish during the last two or three days of 
his life as I never before beheld and wish 
never again to witness.’’ 

The 18th was Easter Sunday, which the 
Greeks celebrate in avery noisy fashion, but 
the illness of their friend and benefactor hav- 
ing been made known tothe people of Mis- 
solonghi, the town was very quiet through ut 
theday. About 8 p. m. Byron arose, and 
leaning upon the arm of a servant, walked 
into the next room, where for a moment be 
looked at a book; but becoming faint was as- 
sisted to the bed, which henever left again 
alive. Two more physicians were now 
brought in for consultation and then 
for the first time, thinks Gamba, the sick man 
seemed torealize that it was ‘‘sickness unto 
death Fora few moments he was delirious, 
shouting orders to his troops half in English, 
half in Italian. When his senses returned he 
evidently knew he was dying, and tried to 
give Fletcher some messages: ‘‘Go to my sis- 
ter—tell her—go to Lady Byron—you will see 
her, and say——’”’ Then be muttered inaudi- 
bly for some time, only names being dis- 
tinguished: Augusta! — Ada“ — ‘*Hob- 
bouse’’—‘‘Kinnaird——’’ closing with Now 
I have told you ali... ‘‘But I bave not under- 
stood a word., exclaimcd poor Fletcher. 
Not understood mer?!“ said Byron, 
with M look of intense distress— 
‘*Then itis too late; all is over. I hope 
not, said Fletcher, but the Lord's will be 
done. Tes, not mine, was the feeble re- 
sponse. Then there were more unintelligible 
words, My sister, my child.“ A sleeping 
potion was administered and then another, 
but the effect was very unsatisfactory. He 
murmured at intervals, Poor Greece, poor 
town, my poor servants. Why @asI not aware 
ofthis sooner? My hour is come, I do not 
care for death, but why did I not go home be- 
fore I came here? There are things which 
make the worid dear to me; for the rest I am 
content to die, I have given to Greece my. 
time, my means, my heaith, and now I give 
her my life. What could I do more?“ At 6 
p. m. he said: 


‘*NOW I SHALL GO TO SLEEP,’’ 

and “eae into a stupor from which he never 
roused. Twenty-four hours later, at 6:15 
P. m., April 19, he opened bis eyes and imme- 
diately ciosed them again—and forever. The 
next instant Byron was dead. A terrific storm 
burst over the town atthe moment of his de- 
parture, andas the pealof thunder crashed 
along the sable skies the Greeks, who thronged 
the streets in anxious expectation, cried out: 
The great man has gone!“ 

Trelawny was absent during these closing 
acenes, returning on the 24th or th. The 
following extract from his book cannot be 
omitted: 

‘*I waded through the streets, between 
wind and water, to the house he had lived in. 
It was detached, and on the margin of the 
shallow slimy sea waters. Forthree months 
this house had been besieged day and night, 
like a bank that has a run upon it. Now 
that death had closed the door it 
was as silent as a cemetery. No one 
was within the house but Fletcher, of which I 
was glad. Asif he knew my wishes, he led 
me up a narrow stair into a small room, with 
nothing in it but a coffin standing on trestles. 
No word was spoken by either of us; be with- 
drew the black pall and the white shroud, and 
there lay the embalmed body of the Pilgrim, 
more beautiful in death than in life. The 
contraction of the muscles and skin had 
effaced every line that time or passion had 
traced upon it; few marbie busts could have 
matched its stainless white, the barmony of 
its proportions and perfect finish; vet he had 
been dissatisfied with that body and longed to 
cast ite slough. How often had I heard him 
curse it! Lasked Fletcher to bring mea glass 
of water. On his leaving the room, to confirm 
or remove my doubts as to the cause of lame- 
ness, I uncovered the Piigrim’s feet and was 
answered—the great mystery was solved. 
Both his feet were clubbed and his legs with- 
ered to the knee—the form and features of an 
Apollo, with the feet and legs of a sylvan 
satyr. This was a curse, chaining 
a proud and soaring spirit like bis to the dull 
earth. This is what he meant in the drama of 
‘The Deformed Trans formed: 


‘** *T have done the best which spirit may to make

The Winnings in Races and Money—The 
Best Horses in the Different Local Stables 


—Mr. D. A. Honig ’s Fine String—Longe 


fish’s Excellent Record—R. J. Lucas’ 


Promising Colts—Some Recent Purchases.

HE reputation of St. 


good horse town,“ 
but of late years, ow- 


meetings hela each 
year bythe St. Louis 
Jockey Club, the in- 
terest in horse matters 
has increased tenfold, 
and there are to-day 
as many good horses, 
including runners, 

trotters and pacers, 
owued in St. Louis as in any city of its size in 
the country. More especially is this true of the 
thoroughbred, or runner. The aim of this 
article will be to mention a few of the most im- 
portant racing stables and runners owned by 
St. Lonisans, and the record of what has 
been done by thém so far this season. The 
largest stable of all le probably that of Mr, 
D.A.Honig, whose horses each year win stakes 
and purses from one end ot the country to 
the other. Among the best of Mr. Honig’s 
stock is Carnegie, a 5-year-old bay horse by 
Dalnacardoch, out of Bobadilla. He has 
been a ‘‘bread winner’’ for Mr. Honig 
this season, having started twenty-three 
times, won twelve races, second six times, 
third three times and but twice unplaced, 
winning $4,470. 

Endurer, second on the list, of the same 
stable, isa chestnut stallion, foaled in 1883, 
by Enguirer, out of Analyne. He has faced 
the starter twelve times, scoring seven first 
places, was second twice and third once. His 
winnings amount to $2,580. 

Leo H., another of Mr. Honig’s flyers, is a 
4-year- old brown filiy, by imported Rapture, 
out of Carrie Watson, and was formerly 
known as Barbara Allen. Leo has started this 
season eleven times, winning three races, was 
second four times, third once and has $2,040 
placed to his credit, 

My Own of the Honig stable is a 4-year-old 
chestnut filly, by sensation, out of Queen’s 


Own. She has started twenty-two times, 


winning one race, was second four times, 
third five times and her winnings foot up to 


$1,505. 


Cartoon, one of the best of Mr. Honig’s 
stable, is a 38-year-old bay stallion, by Reform, 
out of imported Clara B. Cartoon has been 


ten times a starter this season and seven times 


a winner, placing $2,475 to his owner’s credit. 
Can’t Tell, a chestnut filly, by Plenipo, out 


of Mignonette, has started in twenty-four 
races, winning five of them and $1,250. 


Capulin, a5-year-old bay gelding, by Long 


Jonn, out of Ada Lambert, has won four races 


out of sixteen attempts and has $1,260 to his 
credit, 

Hilda, bay filly, foaled 1885, by Great Tom, 
out of Queen of the West, has four racés and 
$1,200 to her credit from eleven starts. 

Redstone (recently purchased by Mr. Honig), 


an §-year-old chestnut gelding, by Wanderer, 
out of Katie Pearce, is a great mud horse. 
He has started thirteen times this season, 
winning tour races and $1,415. 

The following are among the starters in Mr. 
Honig’s stable that have won less than $1,000 
this year: Dick Pryor, 2-year-old chestnut 
stallion by Eole, started once and finished 
third; Eatontown, 8-year-old stallion by 
Frogtown or Gov. Bowle, out of Bettie, won 
two races and $650 out of twelve starts; Ed 
Corrigan, 3- year-old black horse by Virginius, 
out of Rosalie, started five times, finishing 
third once and winning $50; Gov. Hardin,a 
4-year-old gelding by Mendelssohn, has won 
three matinee races and $100; Marshall Luke is 
a 5- year-old bay stallion by Luke Blackburn, 
out of Mariposa by Jack Mahone, started seven 
times, winning two races and $600. This last 
horse is nowrunning onthe Eastern tracks, 
is constantly improving and will give a much 
better account of himself later in the season. 

Mr. Honig has a number of others, but they 
are nearly all maiden 2 and 3-year-olds. The. 
stable, taken as a whole, has participated 
since the season opened in 216 races, winning 
fifty-two of them, second thirty-one times, third 
thirty-three times and won in stakes and 
purses the handsome amount of $19,795. All 
of the races upon which the figures in this ar- 
ticle are based were run between January 1 
and August lb ofthe present year. Toshow 
the reputation that at least one St. Louis 
horseman bears where he and his stable are 
weil known the following quotation from the 
New York Sportsman of August 10 explains:

Southwestern Missouri has some twenty-five 
counties, with a total area of about 15,000 
square miles, bounded on the north by the 
Osage River, onthe west vy Kansas and the 
Indian Territory, on the south by Arkansas 
and on the east by Oregon, Shannon,Dent and 
Orawford Counties. 

This region, of which the city of Springfield 
is the geographical and commercial center, 
has attracted more immigration and capital 
within the last year than any other portion of 
the Union, and considered in connection 
with the dozen northwestern counties of 
Arkansas, about 5,000 square miles of the 
northeast corner ofthe Indian Territory, and 
the neighboring counties in Southeastern 
Kansas, the whole covering an area of about 
25,000 square miles, which is fairly tributary 
to Springfield, is undoubtedly the most invit- 
ing and promising field for settlement and in- 
vestment to be found between the two 
oceans. It lies along and contiguous 
to the Ozark range, with a mean altitude 
of 1,200 feet above the tides, and with its rare, 
clear, invigorating atmosphere; long, genial, 
growing summers, with bright breezy days 
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14,385 school children, ina total population of 
over 60,000, and there is not a child of fortune or 
lowly birth in all the county beyond the reach 
of a good common school education. The 
county has an assessed valuation of over 512, 
000,000, on which the rate of taxation is but 
$1.25to each $100 of valuation, the assessed 
value of real and personat property being less 
than one-fourth of its real or commercial 
value. There are seventy-eight miles of rail- 
way and sixteen shipping stations within the 
county, and 90 per cent of the population are 
living within four miles ot sbipping facilities.

whose recent growth is one of the marvels of 
Western development, and whose destiny can 
only be measured by the magnitude and 
wealth of the country that has fostered it into 
fair commanding proportions. The early 
settiement of Springfield dates back to the 
spring of 1830. With the organization of 
Greene County in 1833, Springfield was made 
the county seat, andin 1838 was formally in- 
corporated. In 1855 it was granted 
a city charter by the Legisiature, and 
the first city election was held in 1856. 
From 1865 to 1870, it made rceptible ad- 
vancement, but nothing more. The surround 
ing country was impoverished and well nigh 
ag anges by the war, and gave littie stimulus 
to the struggling city. In the last mentioned 
year camethe St. Louis & San Francisco Rail- 
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which represent an investment of K. 000, 
and a yearly jobbing trade exceeding 5, 0%, 
000. In groceries, provisions and kindred 
stocks alone the jobbing trade closely approx- 
imates $3,000,000, and covers half a dozen 
States and Territories; and that Springfield is 
rapidly coming tothe front asa jobbing cen- 
ter is patent even to the superficial observer. 

The steady extension of its railway system 
and the rapid development of the lumber, 
mining, agricultural and fruit interests of the 
great region now tributary to Springfield will 
give ita jobbing trade of „000, 000 within the 
next five years. For the same reasons its in- 
dustries, which now cover plants worth §2,- 
500,000 and employ 2,500 men will have grown 
to equally grand proportions, and the two 
great interests will give the city a 
growth exceeding the most sanguine esti- 
mates of its most enthusiastic friends. 
There isan army of wage-workers, male and 
female, numbering 6,862, whose daily hire is 
not less than 38,000, equal to $208,°00 per 
month, or $2,496.000 a year, a princely sum, 
that goes into current circulation, giving 
wonderful impulse to trade, banking, house- 
building and every vital interest of the city. 

Springfield has a free mail delivery, a Signal 
Service station, United States District Court, 
United States land-office, Circuit Court, Crim 
inal Court, office of Dun’s Commercial Agen- 
cy, and will have, in the near future, a United 
States Circuit Court.
